FIRST  attempt  in  any  country  to  devise  non-proprietary  names  for 
veterinary  products  (comparable  with  the  names  devised  for  products 
used  in  human  medicine)  is  embodied  in  a  list  of  titles  just  adopted  by 
the  British  Veterinary  Codex  Committee. 

The  Committee  undertook  the  work 
at  the  request  of  the  Association  of 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Industry. 
The  Committee  points  out  that  adop- 
tion of  a  non-proprietary  name  does 
not  necessarily  imply  that  it  recom- 
mends the  use  of  the  substance  in 
veterinary  medicine,  or  that  the  sub- 
stance is  going  to  be  included  in  the 
British  Veterinary  Codex.  If,  however, 
the  substance  comes  to  be  so  included, 
the  intention  is  that  the  non-proprie- 
tary name  shall  be  the  title  of  the 
monograph.

Pre-Budget  Memoranda 

SUGGESTIONS  TO  THE  CHANCELLOR 

IN  a  letter  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  calling  for  the  remission 
of  purchase  tax  on  dentifrices  in  the 
forthcoming  Budget,  Mr.  R.  W.  Mur- 
phy (chairman,  Dentifrice  Manufac- 
turers' Section  of  the  London  Chamber 
of  Commerce),  states  that  "  dental  dis- 


ease is  one  of  the  most  common  of 
all  kinds  of  illness  and  takes  up  2X 
million  hours  of  patients"  time  in  treat- 
ment, waiting  and  travelling."  The 
cost  to  the  taxpayer  for  the  General 
Dental  Service  of  the  National  Health 
Service  is  upwards  of  £50  millions  a 
year,  whilst  tire  25  per  cent,  purchase 
tax  on  dentifrices  contributes  only  £2-'- 
mil lions  a  year  to  the  Exchequer.  Mr. 
Murphy,  in  his  letter,  writes  that  the 
dentifrice  manufacturers  feel  that  it  is 
highly  undesirable  to  apply  a  tax  which 
financially  discourages  the  regular 
hygienic  practice  of  cleaning  the  teeth. 
— The  United  Commercial  Travellers" 
Association  has  submitted  a  memor- 
andum to  the  Chancellor  calling  for: 
(a)  A  reduction  in  the  existing  rates  jf 
purchase  tax  and  elimination  of  the 
many  anomalies  appertaining  to  the 
purchase  tax  scales;  (b)  the  possibility 
of  changing  the  "  Fiscal  year  end  "  and 
thus  the  Budget  date  to  the  end  of  the 
calendar  year  with  the  object  of  avoid- 
ing the  present  "  dead  period  "  between 
lanuary  and  April  which  is  disastrous 
in  trading;  (c)  a  reduction  in  the  pre- 
sent level  of  tax  on  petrol  and  diesel 
oil  as  a  contribution  towards  reducing 
the  cost  of  living;  and  (d)  an  improve- 
ment in  the  earned  income  allowance 
on  income  tax  "  as  a  greater  incentive 
for  productive  effort."

Pharmaceutical  Society  shows  that,  in 
the  enforcement  of  the  Pharmacy  Acts, 
it  was  necessary  to  institute  court  pro- 
ceedings in  thirty-five  cases.  Pharma- 
cists were  involved  in  eleven  cases, 
three  of  which  concerned  illegal  sales 
"  not  on  prescription."  Eight  cases  con- 
cerned sales  not  made  under  qualified 
supervision.  Six  cases  involved  corpor- 
ate bodies  (authorised  sellers  of  poi- 
sons). Four  of  them  had  to  do  with 
sales  made  otherwise  than  under  quali- 
fied supervision,  one  with  an  illegal 
sale  "  not  on  prescription,"  and  another 
concerned  an  unknown  person  (no  poi- 
sons register  entry).  Unqualified  traders 
figured  in  fourteen  cases,  and  corporate 
bodies,  not  authorised  sellers  of  poi- 
sons, in  four.  One  unqualified  trader 
was  summoned  under  the  Pharmacy 
ajid  Medicines  Act,  1941,  and  a  cor- 
porate body,  not  an  authorised  seller 
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of  poisons,  was  charged  with  an  offence 
under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1954.  Figures 
given  in  the  report  (1962  figures  in  par- 
enthesis) include:  Registered  pharma- 
ceutical chemists,  28,963  (28,847),  of 
whom  2,043  (2,055)  were  Fellows  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society:  superin- 
tendents to  bodies  corporate.  4,053 
(3,946);  authorised  sellers  of  poisons, 
14,509  (14.620);  branch  shops  regis- 
tered, 3,637  (3,824);  authorised  sellers 
visited  by  the  Society's  inspectors, 
8,037  (11.904);  listed  sellers  visited, 
499  (460):  students  registered,  746 
(535).

Monopolies  and  Mergers 

ACTION  "  WHEN  PRACTICABLE  " 

A  WHITE  Paper  (Cmnd.  2299,  H.M. 
Stationery  Office,  price  one  shilling), 
published  March  5,  sets  out  the  Gov- 
ernment's plan  for  improving  monopo- 
lies   legislations    and    promises  new 


legislation  along  those  lines  "  as  soon 
as  practicable."  Among  the  proposals 
are:  A  Registrar  of  Monopolies  to  be 
appointed  to  initiate  investigations: 
new  enforcement  powers  to  be  added 
to  the  Monopolies  Act;  the  Monopolies 
Commission  to  be  increased  to  25 
members;  proposed  and  recently  com- 
pleted mergers  may  be  investigated  by 
the  Monopolies  Commission:  new  legis- 
lation to  block  any  loopholes  in  the 
Restrictive  Trade  Practices  Act  on  in- 
formation agreements,  bilateral  agree- 
ments and  agreements  redrafted  to  get 
round  an  existing  ruling  of  the  court; 
a  new  ground  of  defence  allowing 
parties  to  plead  that  agreements  do 
not  restrict  or  deter  competition  and 
the  Commission  to  inquire  into  the 
supply  of  services,  particularly  services 
relating  to  goods.  The  paper  is  at 
pains  to  explain  that  the  proposals 
together  with  the  action  already  in 
motion  for  the  abolishment  of  resale 
price  maintenance  are  intended  to 
"  stimulate  enterprise  and  efficiency  in 
all  sectors  of  the  economy."

ACTION  AT  COMMITTEE  STAGE  URGED 

FURTHER  approaches  to  Members  of 
Parliament  to  press  for  their  support 
of  the  inclusion  in  the  Resale  Prices 
Bill  of  the  amendments  sought  by 
pharmacy  (see  p.  254),  so  soon  as  the 
date  of  the  committee  stage  of  the 
Bill  is  known,  are  being  urged  upon 
members  of  the  National  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Union.

Three-year  "  probation 

EVIDENCE  of  considerable  tightening 
up  of  legislation  concerning  the  safety 
and  efficacy  of  drugs  in  Europe  in  re- 
cent years  was  presented  at  a  sym- 
posium on  drug  toxicology  held  in 
Moscow,  U.S.S.R.,  February  24-28,  by 
the  World  Health  Organisation  re- 
gional office  for  Europe.  The  measures 
had  been  largely  prompted  by  acci- 
dents involving  drugs. 

At  the  Symposium,  which  was  atten- 
ded by  scientists  and  public  health 
authorities  from  nine  European  coun- 
tries, proposa's  were  put  forward  that 
the  supply  of  all  new  drugs  should  be 
restricted  by  law  to  medical  prescrip- 
tion for  at  least  three  years,  and 
possibly  longer.  Distinctive  labelling  of 
such  drugs  as  "  new "  would,  it  was 


thought,  promote  better  care  in  the 
observation  and  reporting  of  un- 
toward reactions. 

Self -medication,  often  encouraged 
by  massive  advertising,  was  regarded 
as  a  growing  danger  and  the  Sympo- 
sium urged  that  all  governments  should 
consider  the  prohibiting  of  such  ad- 
vertising. Early,  exact  and  complete  in- 
formation on  dangerous  side  effects 
should  be  made  available  to  the  World 
Health  Organisation  so  that  it  could 
issue  immediately  to  all  countries  any 
necessary  warning.  The  present  warn- 
ing system,  started  in  1963,  had  limi- 
tations due  largely  to  the  difficulty  of 
detecting  and  tracing  toxic  reactions. 
To  facilitate  that  task,  the  use  of  com- 
putors  to  analyse  data  was  advocated. 


grave  concern  regarding  (i)  the  absence 
of  an  exemption  clause  for  medicines 
from  the  Bill  and  (ii)  the  ineffective- 
ness of  the  proposals  in  the  Bill  relat- 
ing to  "  loss  leaders."  The  Union  points 
out  that  the  opportunity  is  the  last  upon 
which  to  get  amendments  included  be- 
fore the  Bill  becomes  law.

Rota  Systems 

PETITION  TO  HEALTH  SERVICES  BOARD 

COMPULSORY  rota  arrangements 
were  discussed  by  the  Northern  Ireland 
General  Health  Services  Board  at  its 
February  meeting  in  response  to  a 
petition  from  members  of  a  women's 
institute  submitted  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Advisory  Committee.  The  petition, 
which  referred  to  a  town  in  county 
Antrim,  suggested  that  a  rota  system 
would  be  for  the  convenience  of  rural 
residents  who  attended  doctors'  sur- 
geries during  evening  and  had  to  make 
a  second  visit  to  the  town  because 
pharmacies  closed  at  6  p.m.  Although 
prescriptions  were  not  necessarily 
urgent,  in  the  patient  s  view  he  would 
benefit  from  the  prompt  dispensing. 
However,  the  committee  felt  it  to  be 
the  doctor's  responsibility  to  endorse 
prescriptions  "  urgent  "  if  he  so  decided 
and  to  supply  the  patient  with  suffi- 
cient medicines  to  ensure  treatment 
until  such  time  as  the  patient  obtained 
a  supply  from  the  chemist  in  the  or- 
dinary way.  No  chemist  would  refuse 
to  dispense  an  urgent  prescription  at 
any  time.  The  secretary  to  the  Board 
(Mr.  G.  D.  Stewart)  reported  that  in 
a  three-month  period  3,000  "  urgent " 
prescriptions  had  been  issued  by  doc- 
tors in  Northern  Ireland.  That  was  out 
of  a  total  of  1,318.000,  i.e.,  2  per  cent. 
A  motion  by  Dr.  W.  Belford,  Bally- 
money,  to  leave  matters  as  they  were 
and  get  doctors  and  chemists  to  come 
to  an  arrangement  was  accepted  by 
seventeen  votes  to  five.

A  P.R.O.  for  Pharmacy? 

DONEGAL  CHEMISTS  CALL  FOR  ACTION 

THAT  a  national  organiser  or  public 
relations  officer  for  pharmacy  should 
be  appointed  without  further  delay  was 
unanimously  agreed  at  a  meeting  of 
Donegal  Chemists'  Association  held  in 
Stranorlar  on  February  19,  Mr.  V.  G. 
McElwee,  Dungloe,  in  the  chair.  Mem- 
bers were  of  the  opinion  that  the  per- 
son appointed  should  be  either  a  bar- 
rister or  an  accountant  and  that  he 
should  be  paid  a  substantial  salary.  It 
was  felt  that  such  a  step  should  be  a 
preliminary  to  the  formation  of  a 
national  or  Irish  pharmaceutical  union, 
which  was  considered  vital  to  safeguard 
and  promote  the  interests  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemists  throughout  the  Re- 
public. Members  also  held  that  the 
appointed  officer  should  participate  in 
negotiations  with  the  Government  in 
regard  to  a  possible  extension  of  the 
Health  Service.  A  copy  of  the  resolu- 
tion is  being  forwarded  for  considera- 
tion at  a  meeting  of  pharmacists  to  be 
held  in  Sligo  in  the  near  future.

NEWS  IN  BRIEF 

A  chair  of  marketing,  financed  by 
the  Advertising  Association,  is  being 
set  up  at  London  University. 

A  symposium  on  "  Preservatives  and 
Antioxidants,"  organised  jointly  by  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  Society 
of  Cosmetic  Chemists  of  Great  Britain, 
is  being  held  in  London,  November  1 7. 

The  Board  of  Trade  has  revoked  the 
anti-dumping  duty  of  £3  per  ton  on 
ammonium  sulphate  (other  than  analy- 
tical reagent  quality)  originating  in  the 
Soviet  zone  of  Germany. 

Cosmetics  and  cameras  worth  over 
£300  were  found  in  four  sacks  after 
raiders,  who  had  apparently  been  dis- 
turbed, fled  from  the  pharmacy  of 
R.  G.  Silver,  Ltd..  Market  Place.  Ket- 
tering, Northants.  recently. 

Mr.  C.  W.  Maplethorpe  (president. 
Pharmaceutical  Society)  has  presented 
to  the  Society's  museum  two  oak  chairs 
similar  to  four  he  donated  in  1%2.  The 
chairs  were  formerly  in  the  Plough 
Court  pharmacy  of  Allen  &  Hanburys, 
Ltd. 

An  urgent  request  for  tetanus  anti- 
toxin made  from  bovine  serum  was  met 
recently  by  the  Wellcome  Research 
Laboratories,  Beckenham,  Kent,  after 
a  victim  of  tetanus  at  Birmingham 
children's  hospital  had  been  found  sen- 
sitive to  normal  antitoxin. 

Devonport's  MP.  (Miss  Joan 
Vickers)  has  agreed  to  put  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Board  of  Trade  the  views 
of  traders  in  the  city  of  Plymouth  on 
the  Resale  Prices  Bill.  Plymouth  chem- 
ists have  put  their  case  for  amending 
the  Bill  to  Plymouth's  other  Member 
(Sir  Ian  Fraser). 

The  Council  of  the  Chemical  Society 
has  awarded  the  Corday-Morgan  silver 
medal  and  prize  to  Dr.  N.  Bartlett 
(associate  professor,  department  of  che- 
mistry, University  of  British  Columbia), 
in  consideration  of  his  prediction  and 
discovery  of  the  first  stable  compounds 
of  an  "  inert  "  gas.

Membership 


By  Xrayser 


You  report  on  p.  229  that  Mr.  John  Hall,  M.P..  was  given  leave  to 
introduce  a  Bill,  the  purpose  of  which  was  to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Act, 
1954.  The  principal  clause  of  the  Bill  seeks  to  amend  Section  14,  which 
states:  "Every  person  whose  name  is  registered  shall,  by  virtue  of  the 
registration,  be  a  member  of  the  Society,  and  shall,  on  his  name  ceasing 
to  be  registered,  cease  to  be  a  member  of  the  Society."  In  stating  his  case, 
Mr.  Hall  said  that  the  amendment  he  sought  would  allow  for  the  registra- 
tion of  pharmacists  who  had  conscientious  objections  based  on  religious 
grounds  to  being  forced  to  belong  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  In  other 
words,  what  Mr.  Hall  appears  to  be  seeking  is  a  separation  of  registration 
from  membership.  Mr.  Hall  went  on  to  say  that  he  "  wanted  to  make  it  clear 
that  comparatively  few  pharmacists  are  affected  by  Section  14  of  the  Act 
as  it  now  stands."  That  remark  surprises  me,  for  surely  all  registered 
pharmacists  are  so  affected.  If  he  intended  to  convey  that  there  are  com- 
paratively few  who  are  affected  because  of  their  religious  objection  to 
membership,  that  is  another  question  altogether,  and  it  seems  to  me  that 
the  principle  involved  is  not  affected  in  any  way  by  whether  there  are  few  or 
many.  Does  he  intend  that  the  Act  should  carry  a  specific  reference  to 
one  named  religious  group?  Or  merely  a  general  reference  to  conscientious 
objection  on  religious  grounds'?  Or  simply  an  amendment  to  Section  14 
of  the  Act  which  would  completely  separate  registration  and  membership? 
Mr.  Hall  is  reported  as  having  said  that  the  amendment  merely  gave  those 
who  did  not  want  to  be  forced  to  become  members  of  the  Society,  as 
opposed  to  being  registered  as  pharmaceutical  chemists,  an  opportunity  to 
opt  out  of  that  provision.  He  also  said  that  the  Society  accepted  the  prin- 
ciple of  the  proposed  amending  Bill,  which  is  due  to  be  read  for  the  second 
time  on  March  20.  I  hope  that  in  the  intervening  period  we  shall  be 
afforded  the  opportunity  of  examining  the  details,  and  that  the  Society  will 
make  a  statement  indicating  the  form  the  amendment  is  to  take  and  how 
widespread  its  effects  may  be.  The  Society,  through  its  Council  and  its 
membership,  exercises  disciplinary  control  in  matters  which  are  not  bound 
up  in  registration.  We  must  know  what  is  involved. 


Averages 


Where  pharmacy  is  concerned  there  appears  to  be  no  limit  to  the  work 
of  the  statisticians,  and  the  law  of  averages  has  never  been  far  away  in  the 
pharmacist's  dealings  with  Government.  It  appears  from  your  news  item 
on  p.  225  that  chemist  contractors  in  Scotland  are  now  to  be  subjected  to 
still  another  form  of  the  same  medicine.  Some  of  the  drugs  prescribed  on 
EC10  forms  are  subject  to  purchase  tax,  which  is  payable  to  the  manufac- 
turer or  wholesaler  on  each  item  so  affected.  It  seems  reasonable  to  expect 
that  such  outlay  by  the  contractor  will  be  reimbursed  with  the  same  scrupu- 
lous accuracy  with  which  it  is  collected,  for  in  each  case  Government 
departments  are  concerned.  Now.  it  seems,  reimbursement  of  the  tax  is  to 
be  made  by  adding  an  amount  equal  to  eight-ninths  of  the  purchase  tax 
to  the  basic  ingredient  cost  of  all  drugs  that  bear  such  tax  and  paying 
oncost  allowance  on  the  total  sum.  Comment  was  made  in  this 
column  only  last  week  on  the  statistical  research  involved  in  collecting  data 
from  prescriptions  to  ascertain  the  number  of  times  and  in  what  form  the 
thiazide  derivatives  were  prescribed.  It  looks  as  though  further  labour  may 
now  be  set  free  for  that  task  at  the  expense  of  accuracy  in  pricing  pre- 
scriptions. Yet  complete  accuracy  is  demanded  in  contractors'  dispensing. 

Training 

The  reminiscences  of  Mr.  H.  Humphreys  Jones  (p.  240),  presented  to 
an  evening  meeting  in  London,  contained  the  interesting  observation  that 
there  is  no  better  training  ground  for  any  man  or  woman  than  behind  a 
chemist's  counter,  where  they  come  into  direct  contact  with  people  of  all 
ages  and  every  walk  of  life.  From  one  of  such  long  experience  the  view  is 
of  great  value.  The  training  today  results  in  contact  not  being  established 
until  later;  the  trainee  has  more  knowledge,  but  may  be  less  pliant. 
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Injectable  Products  Under  Analysis 

REPORT  ON  A  SURVEY  OF  THEIR  QUALITY 


THE  need  for  much  greater  care  on  the 
part  of  some  pharmaceutical  manufac- 
turers in  the  preparation  of  injections 
is  indicated  in  a  report  by  Mr.  F.  G. 
Stock  (research  chemist,  Birmingham 
Analytical  Laboratories)  published  on 
March  11.  The  report  is  based  on  the 
investigation  of  about  220  samples  of 
commercial  injectable  products  (stan- 
dard and  proprietary)  and  is  claimed 
to  be  the  first  survey  of  its  kind  ever 
undertaken  in  Britain.  One  of  the 
author's  main  conclusions  is  that  "  the 
pharmaceutical  industry  would  be  well 
advised  to  review  its  methods  of  quality 
control  of  these  preparations."  With  a 
review  of  medicine  legislation  already 
in  hand,  Mr.  Stock  hopes  the  report 
may  serve  to  emphasise  the  urgent  need 
for  reform.  The  report  is  here  given  in 
an  abridged  version:  — 

We  examined  eighty  different  pre- 
parations from  thirty-seven  manufac- 
turers; and  certain  broad  conclusions 
emerged  as  a  result.  It  is  comforting  that 
at  least  one  standard  drug  manufac- 
turer gave  no  cause  for  complaint;  we 
examined  twenty-nine  samples  of  that 
firm's  injections  (the  largest  number  of 
samples  from  one  manufacturer)  in  an 
endeavour  to  fault  them  once,  but 
failed  to  do  so.  That  shows  that  one 
manufacturer  at  least  can  efficiently 
handle  the  preparation  of  injections, 
and  therefore  it  is  not  unreasonable  to 
expect  other  firms  to  do  likewise. 

Four  Main  Categories 

Examination  of  injections  may  be 
broadly  divided  into  four  categories:  — 

Determination  of  actual  drugs  content 
by  chemical  assay.  Tests  for  conformity 
with  other  requirements,  such  as  pH,  that 
may  have  an  important  bearing  on 
questions  of  stability. 

Specific  requirements  for  the  volume 
of  an  injection  in  a  single-dose  con- 
tainer, which  requires  the  inclusion  of 
a  clearly  defined  "  overage  "  to  enable 
the  physician  to  withdraw  the  full  dose; 
this  minimum  volume  is  therefore  im- 
portant for  adequate  dosage.  Official 
books  of  standards  also  specify  a  maxi- 
mum volume,  presumably  to  avoid  in- 
jection of  the  total  contents  resulting  in 
overdosage.  We  did  encounter  ampoules 
containing  more  than  the  maximum 
allowed.  To  avoid  possibility  of  over- 
dosage it  would  seem  advisable  for 
manufacturers  to  keep  rigidly  to  the 
prescribed  limits.  For  injections  required 
to  be  made  up  immediately  before  use, 
there  are  specific  acceptable  variations 
for  the  weights  of  drugs  contained  in  the 
ampoules. 

The  United  States  Pharmacopeia  re- 
quires that  every  care  be  exercised  to 
prevent  contamination.  Good  pharma- 
ceutical practice  requires  also  that  each 
injection,  in  its  final  container,  should 
be  subjected  individually  to  a  physical 
inspection  whenever  the  construction  of 
the  container  permits.  The  British  Phar- 
macopoeia has  avoided  such  a  statement 
but  covers  the  situation  in  its  general 
notices  when  defining  official  standards: 
"  The  requirements  are  not  framed  to 


provide  against  all  possible  impurities.  It 
is  not  to  be  presumed,  for  example, 
that  an  unusual  impurity  is  tolerated 
which  is  not  precluded  by  the  prescribed 
tests  should  rational  considerations  re- 
quire that  it  be  absent."  That  statement 
is  sufficient  authority  to  require  a 
reasonable  standard  for  c'arity  of  injec- 
tions. I  am  convinced  that  future  phar- 
macopoeias must  make  a  more  positive 
approach  to  the  question  of  clarity,  and 
dearly  demonstrate  to  the  industry  its 
concern  with  the  problem. 

Sterility  testing  —  undertaken  for  us 
by  Dr.  Sandiford,  Director  of  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory.  There  were  no  com- 
plaints of  lack  of  sterility  in  any  of  the 
products  submitted. 

Standard  and  Proprietary  Products 

We  list  in  the  statement  the  many 
standard  preparations  examined.  Pro- 
prietary injections  comprised  about  a 
quarter  of  the  total  samples.  We  ex- 
amined drugs  used  as  cardiac  and  re- 
spiratory stimulants,  narcotic  antagon- 
ists, tranquillisers,  spinal  anaesthetics, 
etc.  Most  are  in  everyday  use,  others 
less  popular.  We  consulted  catalogues 
of  different  manufacturers  and  ordered 
representative  selections  of  products 
through  a  third  party.  Random  selec- 
tions obtained  from  wholesalers  in- 
cluded a  selection  of  proprietaries. 

Few  deficiencies  in  drug  content 
were  found  in  proprietary  preparations. 
A  major  difficulty  in  the  formulation 
of  injections  is  that  they  are  frequently 
simple  dilute  solutions  in  water  and 
therefore  liable  to  deterioration.  For 
that  reason  the  Pharmacopoeia  often 
requires  the  drug  to  be  ampouled  in 
dry  sterile  form,  with  water  added  im- 
mediately before  injection.  However,  a 
considerable  demand  for  a  solution  of 
phenobarbitone  sodium  ready  for  im- 
mediate use  led  one  manufacturer  to 
market  a  preparation  formulated  with 
another  solvent  in  which  it  was  claimed 
stable.  We  confirmed  that,  but  exami- 
nation of  comparable  products  of  three 
other  firms  yielded  results  that  were 
not  so  satisfactory.  The  product  of  one 
company  was  clear,  but  the  batch  ex- 
amined showed  a  deficiency  of  12  per 
cent.;  the  firm  reassayed  their  file 
sample,  which  proved  to  be  9  per  cent, 
deficient.  Our  analysis  of  that  sample 
agreed.  As  the  batch  originally  assayed 
at  105  per  cent.,  there  had  obviously 
been  deterioration.  The  company  im- 
mediately recalled  the  batch. 

We  were  more  disturbed  bv  the 
products  of  two  other  makers,  observ- 
ing a  crystalline  deposit  of  phenobar- 
bitone in  each  of  over  100  ampoules 
examined.  That  raises  the  question 
whether  the  quality  of  an  original  pro- 
prietary preparation  is  necessarily 
superior  to  that  of  its  imitations.  A 
similar  example  was  afforded  by  our 
examinations  of  cyanocobalamin;  the 
Pharmacopoeia  requires  a  close  control 
of  its  pu  and  material  examined  from 
the  originators  of  the  product  was 
entirely  satisfactory.  Another  company 
produced  a  product  with  a  pH  signifi- 
cantly outside  the  permitted  limits,  and 


that  applied  to  all  samples  of  every 
batch  and  every  strength  examined.  The 
company  recalled  all  supplies. 

In  a  batch  of  sulphadimidine  injec- 
tion examined,  contact  of  the  alkaline 
contents  with  the  glass  had  produced 
a  sediment.  From  the  batch  number  it 
appeared  that  the  batch  was  about  two 
years  old.  Though  sulphonamides  have 
been  largely  superseded  by  antibiotics, 
for  certain  cases  antibiotics  are  useless 
and  sulpha  drugs  may  be  effective.  In 
such  a  case  full  potency  is  vital.  Are 
we  to  accept  that  patients  requiring  less 
frequently  used  drugs  must  run  the 
hazards  of  deterioration? 

A  batch  of  ampoules  of  ascorbic  acid 
was  20  per  cent,  deficient  in  the  active 
ingredient,  and  the  ampoules  exploded 
violently  on  opening  (probably  due  to 
faulty  formulation  resulting  in  deteriora- 
tion). Another  batch  from  the  same 
company  was  entirely  satisfactory.  A 
faulty  sealing  was  found  in  ampoules 
containing  papaveretum;  the  majority 
of  the  batch  clearly  showed  the  sealing 
to  be  faulty  and  in  a  number  of  am- 
poules a  white  deposit  of  drug  was  ob- 
served on  the  tip  of  the  ampoule.  The 
manufacturer  was  informed  and  the 
batch  withdrawn,  the  manufacturer 
agreeing  to  be  more  careful  with  his 
inspection  procedure  in  future. 

To  illustrate  difficulties  encountered 
by  hospital  group  purchasing  commit- 
tees, we  examined  a  random  selection 
of  six  items  from  each  of  two  manu- 
facturers specialising  in  supplying  hos- 
pitals. The  prices  quoted  were  highly 
competitive.  With  the  products  of  one 
manufacturer  we  encountered  failures 
to  conform  with  pH  requirements  and 
deficiencies  in  cyanocobalamin  am- 
poules. Ampoules  of  folic  acid  were 
found  10  per  cent,  deficient.  All  were 
labelled  with  the  term  "  c.c",  whereas 
the  B.P.  requires  "  mis."  One  injection 
of  nikethamide  was  labelled  "  25% 
mgm."  !  Another  firm  had  calcium  glu- 
conate injection  labels  correctly  declar- 
ing the  name  and  percentage  of  an 
added  stabiliser,  as  required  by  the 
Pharmacopoeia,  but  another  batch  omit- 
ted that  information  from  the  label. 
The  firm  supplied  the  samples  to  the 
Birmingham  and  Midland  Hospitals 
Pharmacy  Committee  as  examples  of 
their  production !  Ampoules  of  adren- 
aline in  oil  proved  on  analysis  to  con- 
tain no  adrenaline. 

Short  Measure 

Volumes  of  injections  in  single-dose 
containers  caused  a  number  of  com- 
plaints. One  standard  drug  manufac- 
turer (already  mentioned)  accounted  for 
twenty-nine  faultless  samples,  whereas 
another  had  four  unsatisfactory  samples 
in  nine  examined.  They  were  not  cases 
of  deliberate  short  measure,  as  some 
samples  were  well  within  the  required 
limits;  the  impression  made  was  of 
carelessness.  We  also  encountered  the 
problem  in  the  proprietary  field,  the 
worst  individual  ampoule  being  15  per 
cent,  deficient  of  the  nominal  volume 
of  noradrenaline  instead  of  containing 
7  per  cent,  in  excess  of  it 
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Clarity  of  injections  is  difficult  to 
assess.  The  value  of  our  results  is  that 
they  are  comparative  for  the  products 
examined.  Perfection  is  not  a  practical 
possibility  and  we  considered  a  reason- 
able standard  to  be  a  rejection  rate 
of  about  10  per  cent.  Rejection  rates 
varied  from  some  5  per  cent,  to  over 
50  per  cent  Five  companies  (manufac- 
turers of  over  1,000  ampoules  ex- 
amined) produced  a  rejection  rate  in 
the  5-10  per  cent,  region;  another  firm's 
ampoules  (400  were  examined)  gave 
a  rejection  rate  of  nearer  30  per  cent.; 
one  maker's  rejected  products  exceeded 
40  per  cent.;  another's  50  per  cent  It 
was  apparent  that  certain  injections  are 
prone  to  lack  of  clarity;  and  sometimes 
the  expertise  of  a  particular  manufac- 
turer overcame  the  difficulties  involved 
(that  was  apparent  with  dextrose  in- 
jections, which  the  B.P.  requires  to  be 
"  clear  ").  Another  was  noradrenaline 
injection,  which  is  liable  to  precipita- 
tion, and  here  is  a  good  case  for  date- 
stamping.  Twenty  proprietary  prepara- 
tions gave  a  rejection  rate  of  some  5  to 
10  per  cent  (the  same  level  as  the  good 
standard  drug  manufacturers),  but  a 
group  of  six  preparations  from  six 
different  manufacturers  gave  a  rate  in 
excess  of  50  per  cent. — due  either  to 
poor  manufacture  or  to  inherent  diffi- 
culties in  the  preparations. 

Anaesthetics  in  Ampoules 

Anaesthetics  caused  concern.  Ligno- 
caine  has  an  official  B.P.  monograph 
requiring  the  declaration  of  content  in 
terms  of  lignocaine  hydrochloride 
monohydrate.  We  found  manufacturers 
who  made  preparations,  not  claimed  to 
be  official,  with  declarations  in  terms 
of  anhydrous  material  or  even  of  base. 
That  means  that  the  normal  2  per  cent, 
solution,  often  labelled  in  large  figures 
as  such,  may  exist  as  a  solution  around 
5  per  cent,  stronger  if  it  contains  anhy- 
drous material  and  in  excess  of  20  per 
cent,  stronger  if  it  contains  the  base. 
That  situation  is  unsatisfactory,  as  den- 
tal surgeons  may  be  unaware  that  some 
nominal  2  per  cent,  solutions  are  in 
fact  20  per  cent,  stronger  than  others. 
Comparison  of  a  particular  proprietary 
preparation  with  a  standard  preparation 
could  lead  a  dental  surgeon  to  believe 
that  the  former  was  superior,  without 
being  aware  that  it  contained  more 
drug.  A  more  serious  problem  arose 
with  thiopentone,  three  makes  of  which 
are  in  common  use.  That  manufactured 
by  one  company  gave  no  cause  for 
complaint,  as  did  the  product  of  ano- 
ther firm  (except  for  one  batch  which 
failed  to  comply  with  official  require- 
ments for  the  mean  weight  of  con- 
tents). The  firm  examined  their  file 
samples  and  confirmed  our  findings, 
immediately  withdrawing  the  batch.  The 
third  manufacturer  consistently  pro- 
duced ampoules  with  a  mean  content 
nearer  to  550  mgm.  than  the  correct 
500  mgm.  and,  on  occasions,  individual 
ampoules  exceeded  590  mgm. — a  ten- 
dency that  could  in  use  give  the  im- 
pression that  the  product  was  superior 
to  other  brands.  Such  variations  are  in- 
tolerable. 

An  examination  was  made  of  dispos- 
able syringes  containing  injections  filled 
under  pressure  of  an  inert  gas  and  in- 
tended for  immediate  injection.  One 


presentation  of  injection  of  atropine 
declared  nominal  1-mil  ampoules  to 
contain  IT  mil.  We  found  they  con- 
tained 1-090-1 -221  mils.  To  estimate  the 
actual  volume  injected  from  such 
syringes,  we  injected  the  contents  into 
an  orange  and  found  it  to  be  anything 
from  somewhat  under  1  mil  to  approxi- 
mately 1-1  mil.  Another  firm  offered 
an  ampoule  of  an  antibiotic  that  was 
found  to  deliver  anything  from  4-16  to 
4-40  mils.  More  stringent  control  is  re- 
quired to  ensure  that  the  nominal 
volume  is  in  fact  injected.  On  occasion 
a  possible  10  per  cent,  allowance  in 
the  official  assay  for  percentage  con- 
tent, plus  a  now  possible  10  per  cent, 
variation  in  volume  injected,  may  re- 
sult in  an  overdose  of  20  per  cent. 

On  the  issues  involved  in  new  legis- 
lation for  quality  control  of  drugs,  I 
have  for  some  time  advocated  the  need 
for  inspection  and  licensing  of  drug 
houses.  That  must  be  a  cardinal  point 
of  any  new  legislation.  This  latest  in- 
vestigation clearly  shows  that  com- 
panies that  would  have  been  unhesi- 
tatingly licensed  occasionally  produce 
unsatisfactory  material.  Therefore  it 
would  be  necessary  periodically  to  sam- 
ple selections  of  all  manufacturers' 
products.  Deterioration  presents  a  dif- 
ferent problem  and  must  involve  samp- 
ling at  the  point  of  usage,  i.e.  (the 
retail  pharmacy  or  hospital  dispensary). 


Hence,  it  should  be  necessary  for  the 
inspectors  of  any  new  drug  authority 
to  have  access  to  any  point  in  the 
chain  of  distribution. 

For  years  retail  pharmacists  have 
been  subjected  to  the  indignity  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health's  testing  scheme;  if 
it  is  thought  desirable  to  check  the 
professional  competence  of  pharma- 
cists, I  believe  it  right  that  such  con- 
trol should  be  in  the  hands  of  their 
professional  body,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  inspectors  taking  over  the 
function  of  the  present  testing  scheme 
in  so  far  as  it  affects  the  professional 
supervision  of  the  pharmacist.  They 
would  be  responsible  for  checking  ex- 
temporaneously prepared  medicines  for 
accuracy  of  composition;  dispensed  pre- 
scriptions for  correct  number,  identity 
and  strength  of  tablets,  etc.;  and  the 
suitability  of  premises  for  dispensing 
purposes.  However  the  Society,  with  its 
sectional  interests,  must  not  be  respon- 
sible for  the  quality  control  of  drugs. 
In  the  interests  of  consumers  that  must 
clearly  rest  with  an  independent  central 
body  or  authority,  whose  inspectors 
must  have  full  powers  to  act  at  any 
point  in  the  chain  of  drug  manufacture 
and  distribution.  Furthermore,  it  will 
be  essential  for  such  an  authority  to 
have  central  or  regional  laboratories 
under  public  control  for  the  examina- 
tions of  samples  taken  by  its  inspectors. 


FLAWS  IN  PRICES  BILL 


P.A.T.A.  president  (Mr.  H, 

MR.  H.  G.  Moss  (president,  Proprie- 
tary Articles  Trade  Association)  has 
asserted  in  a  letter  to  his  M.P.  (Sir 
William  Robson  Brown)  that  the  Gov- 
ernment's Resale  Prices  Bill  affords  no 
protection  to  the  private  trader  against 
the  supermarkets,  departmental  or 
chain  stores.  "  To  drive  a  coach  and 
horses "  through  clause  3  (which  pur- 
ports to  deal  with  "  loss  leaders  ")  will, 
he  believes,  be  simple.  First,  the  big 
stores  will  buy  their  supplies  (on  quan- 
tity terms  or  with  discounts)  thus  pur- 
chasing at  a  cost  well  below  that  of  the 
private  trader.  To  avoid  the  possibility 
of  legal  action  being  taken  against  them 
by  the  manufacturer  "  they  could  then 
add  a  few  coppers  to  their  costs,  thus 
offering  the  articles  at  a  price  impos- 
sible of  being  equated  by  the  private 
trader — a  '  loss  leader '  in  practice  if 
not  in  theory.'"  Secondly,  the  exemption 
in  clause  3  permitting  "  seasonal  or 
clearance "  sales  presents  in  effect  a 
blank  cheque  to  cut-price  traders,  who 
may  treat  every  "  loss  leader "  opera- 
tion as  a  "  seasonal  or  clearance " 
offer.  Finally,  any  power  given  to  manu- 
facturers to  cut  off  supplies  to  traders 
who  "  loss  lead  "  their  lines  would  be 
nullified  by  such  traders'  power  to 
obtain  supplies  through  third  parties 
(who  might  be  impossible  to  trace). 
Mr.  Moss  told  Sir  William  that,  when 
he  was  in  the  United  States  about 
twelve  years  ago,  soon  after  resale  price 
maintenance  had  been  made  illegal 
there,  he  had  seen  at  first  hand  what 
took  place.  "  The  big  stores  were  offer- 
ing radios,  televisions,  washing  ma- 
chines and  countless  other  branded 
articles  at  prices  below  what  the  inde- 
pendent retailer  could  buy  at  and  yet,  at 
the  end  of  that  year,  showed  profits

bigger  than  ever  before.  The  reason 
was,  of  course,  that  they  had  made 
up  the  loss  tenfold  on  other  merchan- 
dise in  unbranded  fields,  and  the  pub- 
lic had  been  completely  deceived.  But 
in  the  meantime,  many  independent  re- 
tailers of  the  branded  lines  were  out  of 
business."  The  McGuire  Amendment, 
passed  about  three  years  later  in  an 
attempt  to  rectify  the  position,  had 
failed,  and  another  Bill  was  now  before 
the  Senate.  In  Canada  the  Government, 
after  banning  R.P.M.,  had  had  to  intro- 
duce amending  legislation.

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Suggested  Amendments  to  Prices  Bill 

JOINT  MEMORANDUM  BY  PROFESSIONAL  AND  TRADE  BODIES 


THE  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  Company  Chemists  Association, 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association 
and  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  have  together  consulted  coun- 
sel about  the  amendments  that  should 
be  included  at  the  Committee  stage  of 
the  Resale  Prices  Bill.  A  memorandum 
setting  out  the  terms  of  the  amend- 
ments, clause  by  clause,  has  been  sub- 
mitted to  Members  of  Parliament.  The 
following  details  are  abstracted  from 
the  memorandum  (for  text  of  the  Bill 
see  C.  &  D.,  February  29,  p.  218). 

The  provisions  of  clause  2,  when  read 
with  Clause  4  (4)  could  cause  any  supplier 
to  hesitate  over  withholding  supplies  from 
a  price  cutter.  In  the  public  interest, 
suppliers  of  medicines  and  other  medical 
goods  ought  not  feel  constrained  to  supply 
such  goods  to  an  unsuitable  outlet.  It  is 
suggested  therefore  that  such  goods 
should  be  exempted  from  the  provisions 
of  the  clause.  Suggested  amendments  are 
to  insert  new  subclause:  — 

It  shall  not  be  unlawful  by  virtue  of  this 
section  for  a  supplier  to  withhold  supplies  of 
any  drug,  or  any  substance  recommended  as  a 
medicine,  or  any  medical  or  surgical  appliance 
from  a  dealer  who  is  not  an  authorised  seller 
of  poisons. 

and  to  give  "  substance  recommended  as  a 
medicine  "  the  same  meaning  as  in  the 
Pharmacy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941 ;  and 
"  authorised  seller  of  poisons  "  the  same 
meaning  as  in  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons 
Act,  1933. 

The  clause  providing  that  a  supplier 
of  goods  is  to  be  treated  as  withholding 
supplies  from  a  dealer  if  he  refuses  to 
supply  those  goods  to  the  dealer  except 
at  prices,  or  on  terms,  significantly  less 
favourable  than  those  available  to  other 
dealers  is  regarded  as  imprecise.  Suggested 
amendment  is  to  insert  after  "  circum- 
stances "  the  words  "  having  regard  to 
the  volume  of  business,  location  of  the 
supplier  and  the  dealer,  and  any  other 
relevant  circumstances." 

"  Loss  Leaders  " 

The  provisions  of  the  clause  dealing 
with  "  loss  leaders  "  are  regarded  as  apt 
to  catch  only  that  type  of  loss  leading 
which  involves  selling  at  or  below  the 
net  cost  of  the  goods  themselves  to  the 
dealer,  the  type  least  likely  to  be 
encountered.  .  .  .  The  scope  of  the  clause 
requires  to  be  widened  to  cover  loss  lead- 
ing in  general  and,  to  give  an  adequate 
remedy,  the  practice  of  loss  leading  should 
be  made  unlawful.  The  amendment  sug- 
gested is  to  omit  all  words  after  "  It 
shall  "  and  insert  "  be  unlawful  for  any 
dealer  to  engage  in  loss  leading,"  adding 
that,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Act  loss 
leading  means  the  resale  (otherwise  than 
at  bona  fide  seasonal  or  clearance  sales) 
of  any  goods  not  for  the  purpose  of 
making  a  profit  on  such  resale  but  for 
the  purpose  of  advertisement  or  for  the 
purpose  of  attracting  customers  in  the 
hope  of  selling  other  goods  to  them. 
Other  suggested  additions  are :  — - 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Act  a  dealer  who  has 
resold  any  goods  by  retail  at  a  price  below 
the  manufacturer's  wholesale  or  recommended 
wholesale  price  for  such  goods  before  deduc- 
tion   of   any   discount   allowed   for  quantity 


purchases  shall  be  treated  as  having  engaged  in 
loss  leading  in  respect  of  those  goods. 
It  shall  not  be  unlawful  by  virtue  of  Section  2 
of  this  Act  for  a  supplier  to  withhold  supplies 
of  any  goods  from  a  dealer,  or  to  cause  or 
procure  another  supplier  to  do  so,  if  he  has 
reasonable  cause  to  believe  either  that  within 
the  previous  twelve  months  the  dealer,  or  any 
person  to  whom  the  dealer  supplies  goods,  has 
engaged  in  loss  leading  in  respect  of  goods 
of  the  same  or  a  similar  description,  or  that, 
if  such  goods  were  supplied,  the  dealer  or  any 
person  supplied  by  him  would  be  likely  to 
engage  in  loss  leading  in  respect  of  them. 
For  the  purposes  of  this  section,  a  seasonal 
or  clearance  sale  shall  not  be  treated  as  a 
bona  fide  seasonal  or  clearance  sale  in  relation 
to  any  goods  which  have  been  acquired  by  the 
dealer  concerned  for  the  purpose  of  being 
sold  at  such  seasonal  or  clearance  sale. 

Choice  of  Outlet 

Suppliers  of  goods,  it  is  represented, 
may  reasonably  wish  to  choose  or  to  limit 
their  retail  outlets.  So  far  as  dealers  who 
are  not  price-cutters  are  concerned,  the 
Bill  leaves  the  suppliers'  freedom  in  those 
respects  unfettered,  but,  by  reason  of  the 
provisions  of  clause  4  (4)  (a),  a  supplier 
who  refused  a  price-cutter  would  be  ex- 
posed to  a  risk  of  legal  proceedings,  in 
which  he  would  have  to  prove  that  he  had 
not  withheld  supplies  on  the  ground  of 
actual  or  anticipated  price-cutting.  .  .  .  The 
amendment  suggested  is  to  omit  the  words 
"  or  was  supplying  goods  of  the  same 
description  to  other  dealers  carrying  on 
business  in  similar  circumstances." 

The  "  gateways  "  provided  in  Clause  5 
are  held  to  be  narrow  and  technical,  the 
Court  not  being  allowed  to  look  at  the 
interests  of  retailers  and  their  employees. 
The  Court  should  be  free  to  do  justice 
not  merely  to  one  class  but  to  all.  The 
amendment  suggested  is  to  omit  all  words 
after  "  goods"  in  line  3  and  insert:  — 
"  of  any  class  shall  be  exempted  goods  may 
be   made   by  the   Restrictive   Practices  Court 
if  it  appears  to  the  Court  that  in  default  of  a 
system   of  maintained  minimum   resale  prices 
applicable  to  those  goods:  — 
(a)  substantial   detriment    would    be   likely  to 
result  to  purchasers,  consumers  or  users  of 
those  goods  or  any  other  goods  or  to  those 
engaged  either  as  principals  or  employees 
in    the    manufacture    or    distribution  of 
those  goods;  or 
(t>)  other   substantial   detriment   to   the  public 

interest  would  be  likely  to  result;  and 
(c)  in   either   case   that  such   detriments  out- 
weigh any  other  detriments  likely  to  result 
from  the  maintenance  of  minimum  resale 
prices  in  respect  of  the  goods." 
Even  if  that  approach  is  not  acceptable, 
the  present  provisions  are  held  too  nar- 
row to  enable  the  Court  to  reach  a  deci- 
sion on  a  proper  balance  of  the  interests 
of  consumers.  Section  21  of  the  Restrictive 
Trade  Practices  Act.  1956,  takes  account 
of    "  purchasers,    consumers    or    users  " 
and  there  seems   no  sound   reason  for 
departing  from  that  formula.     The  sug- 
gested amendments  are  to  insert  "  pur- 
chasers "   before    "  consumers  "   and  to 
insert  "  purchasing  "  after  "  persons." 

In  order  that,  in  appropriate  cases,  the 
public  should  be  protected  against  a  sub- 
stantial reduction  i«  the  number  of  suit- 
able or  specialist  establishments,  it  is 
desirable  that  subparagraph  (b)  of  sub- 
clause 12)  should  be  widened  to  include 
the  test  of  suitability. 
"  Pharmacists  provide  essential  profes- 


sional services  to  the  community.  Other 
shopkeepers  can,  if  they  must,  reduce 
prices  to  meet  competition,  at  the  same 
time  reducing  their  standards  of  service  and 
thus,  to  some  extent  at  least,  preserving  the 
overall  profitability  of  their  businesses. 
The  pharmacist  cannot  do  this:  he  is 
bound,  if  he  continues  in  business,  to 
maintain  his  standards  of  service  unim- 
paired. He  is  therefore  exposed  to  the 
risk  of  serious  hardship  from  the  end- 
ing of  price  maintenance  on  goods  which 
form  part  of  his  customary  business. 
Other  dealers,  not  providing  pharmaceuti- 
cal services,  might  well  cut  prices  on 
selected  lines  of  those  goods.  These  would 
then  cease  to  be  profitable  to  him,  but 
he  would  have  to  maintain  the  standard 
of  his  services  despite  the  overall  profita- 
bility of  his  business  having  been  reduced. 
In  other  words  he  would  be  squeezed 
between  the  public's  need  for  his  services 
and  the  public's  desire  for  a  bargain.  The 
Act  contains  no  provision  for  enabling 
the  Court  to  take  this  potential  injustice 
into  account." 

The  suggested  amendment  is  to 
insert  a  new  subparagraph: — 

the  maintenance  by  dealers  accustomed  to  deal 
in  the  goods  of  standards  of  service  actually 
provided  (whether  in  relation  to  the  goods  or 
any  other  goods)  and  necessary  in  the  public 
interest  would  result  in  serious  hardship  to  a 
substantial  proportion  of  those  dealers. 
"  An  allied  consideration  is  that  the  sale 
of  certain  goods,  such  as  drugs,  through 
outlets  which  might  be  encouraged  to  deal 
in  them  if  they  were  not  price  maintained, 
might  be  calculated  to  lead  to  their  misuse 
by  the  public.  .  .  .  The  Bill  should  con- 
tain a  provision  to  enable  the  Restrictive 
Practices  Court  to  safeguard  the  public 
interest  where  likelihood  of  such  misuse 
can  be  shown. 

"  In  subparagraph  (b)  of  Clause  5  (2), 
the  words  '  necessary  services,*  and  their 
definition  in  Clause  5  (3),  seem  unduly 
restrictive." 

Suggested  amendments  are  to  leave 
out  in  subparagraph  (b)  of  Clause  5 
(2)  the  word  "  necessary "  and  in 
Clause  5  (3).  leave  out  the  word  "  nec- 
essary "  and  in  lines  30  and  31  leave 
out  "  reasonably  necessary  for  the 
benefit  of  "  insert  "  advantageous  to." 

Court's  Powers 

"  It  is  desirable  that  it  should  be  made 
clear  that  the  Court  is  empowered  to 
grant  exemption  for  goods  of  any  descrip- 
tion comprised  in  a  class  referred  to  it, 
and  need  not  refuse  exemption  to  all 
goods  in  the  class  merely  because  a  case 
for  exemption  is  not  made  out  in  respect 
of  all  of  them. 

The  amendments  suggested  are  in 
subclause  (1)  to  insert  after  the  words 
"  by  order  direct  that  goods  of  any 
class  "  the  words  "  or  any  goods  "  and 
after  subclause  5  (3)  to  insert: — 
An  order  under  this  section  may  be 
made  by  the  Restrictive  Practices 
Court  subject  to  such  conditions  as 
the  Court  thinks  fit;  and  in  weigh- 
ing detriments  under  the  provisions 
of  subsection  (2)  of  this  section  the 
Court  may  take  account  of  any  con- 
ditions which  by  virtue  of  this  sub- 
section it  might  impose.

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"  Clause  6  enables  a  notice  to  be  given 
only  in  relation  to  goods  of  a  description 
which  are  being  price-maintained  within 
four  months  after  the  passing  of  the  Act. 
It  follows  that  new  goods  manufactured 
after  that  period  cannot  be  brought  before 
the  Court  to  obtain  an  exemption  order. 
Nor  can  a  description  of  goods  which  was 
not  being  price  maintained  within  the 
period,  notwithstanding  that,  owing  to  a 
change  of  circumstances,  the  suppliers  sub- 
sequently wish  to  impose  resale  price 
maintenance.  The  anomaly  should  be 
remedied. 

Subclause  (4)  gives  the  Registrar  a 
complete  discretion  to  settle  classes  of 
goods  for  the  purpose  of  references  to  the 
Court,  placing  too  much  power  in  the 


hands  of  the  Registrar.  The  exercise  of 

his   discretion   ought   to   be  subject  to 

appeal  to  the  Court." 

Amendments  suggested  are  to  insert 

after  subclause  (1)  the  following  new 

subclauses: — 

Such  a  notice  as  is  mentioned  in  the 
preceding  subsection  may  be  given 
at  any  time  after  the  expiry  of  the 
period  therein  limited  in  respect  of 
any  description  of  goods  which  was 
not  being  supplied  within  that  period, 
or  if  supplied  within  that  period  in 
regard  to  which  no  notice  was  given 
under  subsection  (1),  and  such

If  R.P.M.  is  Abolished 

N.P.U.  COMMITTEE  CONSIDERS  LIKELY  EFFECTS 


A  SMALL  committee  of  the  N.P.U. 
has  considered  objectively  what  the 
likely  effects  on  retail  pharmacy  would 
be  if  resale  price  maintenance  were 
abolished.  The  following  has  been 
taken  from  the  report. 

1.  The  number  of  pharmacies  in 
Great  Britain  had  fallen  from  15,302 
in  1955  to  14,620  in  1962,  the  average 
net  loss  per  annum  over  the  years 
1955  to  1962  being  ninety-seven  phar- 
macies a  year. 

2.  The  1961  Census  of  Distribution 
showed  that  22-9  per  cent.  (3,350*)  of 
all  retail  pharmacies  in  Great  Britain 
had  an  annual  turnover  of  less  than 
£10,000  per  annum;  46-8  per  cent. 
(6,840*)  had  a  turnover  of  between 
£10,000  and  £20,000  and  the  remainder 
had  a  turnover  of  more  than  £20,000. 
A  typical  pharmacy  in  the  £10,000  to 
£20,000  range  was  taken  as  an  ex- 
ample and  estimates  made  of  the  effect 
on  that  pharmacy  (a  quite  economic 
distribution  unit  at  present)  of  the 
abolition  of  R.P.M. 

3.  The  gross  profit  percentage  rate 
for  the  smaller  pharmacy  has  fallen 
from  30-6  per  cent,  in  1950  to  28  0  per 
cent,  in  1961  (1961  Census  of  Distri- 
bution). Therefore  R.P.M.  in  retail 
pharmacy  had  not  led  to  an  increase 
in  gross  profit  margins.  Since  1961  the 
gross  profit  margin  in  retail  pharmacy 
had  been  further  lowered,  due  to  the 
imposition  of  the  sliding  scale  rate  of 
oncost  for  N.H.S.  dispensing  in  Nov- 
ember 1961.  Recent  accounts  indicated 
that  the  average  percentage  gross  profit 
for  the  size  of  pharmacy  chosen  as  an 
example  was  now  about  27  per  cent. 

4.  The  average  pharmacy  derived  one- 
third  of  its  turnover  from  N.H.S.  dis- 
pensing and  two-thirds  from  counter 
sales. 

5.  In  a  typical  pharmacy  of  the  type 
chosen  the  breakdown  of  counter  turn- 
over in  percentages  was  as  follows:  — 

Baby,  5;  medicines,  33;  sundries,  18; 
toiletries,  30;  fancy  goods,  2;  photo- 
graphic, 9  and  miscellaneous,  3. 

6.  It  was  estimated  that,  in  practice, 
60  per  cent,  of  the  turnover  from  coun- 
ter sales  (in  sterling  value)  came  from 
goods  sold  under  existing  Resale  Price 
Maintenance  conditions:  — 

2-5  per  cent,  from  the  5  per  cent,  of 
total  counter  sales  which  comes  from 
baby  goods;  27-5  per  cent,  from  the 


33  per  cent,  of  total  counter  sales  which 
comes  from  medicines;  25-0  per  cent, 
from  the  30  per  cent,  of  total  counter 
sales  which  comes  from  toiletries;  and 
5-0  per  cent,  from  the  9  per  cent,  of 
total  counter  sales  which  comes  from 
photographic  goods. 

7.  The  turnover  of  the  pharmacy 
chosen  could  therefore  be  broken  down 
as  follows: — Total  turnover  £15,000  of 
which  £5,000  came  from  N.H.S.  and 
£10,000  from  counter  sales.  Of  the 
latter  £6,000  were  covered  by  R.P.M. 
and  £4,000  were  not  so  controlled. 

8.  The  net  profit  from  such  a  busi- 
ness expressed  as  a  percentage  of  total 
turnover  was  approximately  7-5  per 
cent.,  equivalent  to  £1,125  (business  run 
under  management). 

The  figures  were  typical  of  an  effi- 
ciently run  retail  pharmacy  in  the 
turnover  group  chosen.  In  other  cases 
the  percentage  net  profit  would  be 
found  to  be  lower. 

9.  If  goods  at  present  sold  under 
R.P.M.  conditions  were  reduced  in 
price  by  a  penny  in  the  shilling  (8-3 
per  cent.)  then  the  turnover  from 
R.P.M.  goods  would  be  reduced  by 
£498,  the  gross  profit  of  the  whole 
business  would  be  reduced  by  the  same 
sum  and  since  all  the  overheads  of 
the  business  would  remain  at  exactly 
the  same  level  as  before,  the  net 
profit  would  be  reduced  by  the  same 
sum.  Such  a  reduction  in  price  main- 
tained goods  would  therefore  mean 
that  the  net  profit  would  be  reduced  by 
44  per  cent,  to  £627. 

10.  Similarly  a  price  reduction  of 
twopence  in  the  shilling  of  price  main- 
tained goods  would  mean  that  the  net 
profit  of  the  business  would  be  reduced 
by  88  per  cent,  to  £129  and  the  busi- 
ness would  scarcely  be  "  breaking 
even." 

11.  It  was  therefore  deduced  that 
even  a  relatively  prosperous  pharmacy 
would  be  rendered  virtually  non-profit- 
able by  a  twopence  in  the  shilling 
price  reduction  in  price  maintained 
goods. 

12.  Obviously  the  3,350*  pharmacies 
with  a  turnover  of  less  than  £10,000 
per  annum  would  be  in  an  even  more 
serious  position. 

13.  An  exemption  from  the  provisions 
of  the  Resale  Prices  Bill  of  medicines 
and    surgical    appliances    could  not 


secure  the  continuance  in  business  of 
all  existing  retail  pharmacies.  Never- 
theless the  passing  of  the  Bill  without 
such  a  clause  could  only  lead  to  the 
extension  of  cut-price  and  "  gimmick  " 
merchandising  methods  to  the  field  of 
medicines  —  a  development  which  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  and  the  N.P.U. 
have  sought,  in  their  condemnation  of 
attempts  to  introduce  "  special  offers," 
free  samples  and  competitions  into  the 
medicinal  field,  to  prevent. 

14.  Were  medicines  exempted  from 
the  provisions  of  the  Bill  the  position 
would  be  as  follows:  — 

Total  turnover      =  £15,000  per  annum 
Counter  turnover 
from  price-main- 
tained goods       =    £6,000  per  annum 
Counter  turnover 
from  price-main- 
tained medicines  =    £2,750  per  annum 
If  price  maintenance  for  medicines 
continued  and  there  was  a  reduction 
of  a  penny  in  the  shilling  of  other 
price-maintained  goods  the  net  profit 
of  the  business  would  be  reduced  by 
£270  (by  24  per  cent.)  to  £855. 

If  the  reduction  was  twopence  in 
the  shilling  the  net  profit  would  be 
reduced  by  £540  (by  48  per  cent.)  to 
£585. 

15.  It  was  submitted  that  the  gross 
profit  rate  overall  in  retail  pharmacy 
at  approximately  27  per  cent,  could  not 
possibly  be  said  to  be  excessive.  The 
average  sale  in  retail  pharmacy  was 
something  about  four  shillings.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  1963  issued 
a  statement,  which  was  backed  by  the 
N.P.U.,  to  the  effect  that  medicines 
should  not  be  sold  by  self-service  or 
self-selection  techniques.  Since  all 
medicines  in  retail  pharmacies  must 
therefore  be  sold  by  personal  counter 
service  the  gross  margin  of  just  over  a 
shilling  on  the  average  sale  might  be 
only  to  meet  the  unavoidable  overheads. 

16.  Were  R.P.M.  to  be  abolished  in 
the  field  of  medicines  the  retail  phar- 
macy, bound  by  the  self-service  state- 
ment and  by  the  Pharmaceutical  So- 
ciety's Statement  Upon  Matters  of 
Professional  Conduct  would  be  in  an 
untenable  position.  It  was  surely  in  the 
public  interest  that  this  should  not 
come  about.

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IN  PARLIAMENT 

By  a  Member  of  the  Press  Gallery,  House  of 


Testing  of  New  Drugs  (concluded) 

Lord  Ferrier,  after  declaring  his  in- 
terest as  chairman  of  a  group  of  phar- 
maceutical companies,  said  that,  though 
not  a  pharmacist  or  chemist,  he  took 
pride  in  being  concerned  "  with  this 
reputable,  important  and  vital  industry, 
despite  the  current  mode  for  abusing  it 
which  one  sees  in  some  quarters."'  Each 
of  the  three  companies  with  which  he 
was  concerned  had  well  over  100  years 
of    close    association    with  medical 
schools  in  Scotland,  and  none  had  diffi- 
culty in  arranging  clinical  trials:  the 
more    meritorious    the    product,  the 
easier  it  was  to  arrange  such  trials.  The 
number  of  drugs  reaching  clinical  tests 
was  comparatively  small,  and  one  of  the 
functions  of  the  Dunlop  Committee 
was  to  ensure  that  only  meritorious 
drugs  were  brought  forward  for  clinical 
trial.  He  could  tell  of  medicaments  ap- 
proved by  the  [U.S.]  Food  and  Drugs 
Association  and  marketed  abroad  that 
had  been  rejected  by  companies  in  the 
United    Kingdom    before    they  had 
reached  the  stage  of  clinical  examina- 
tion. Had  it  ever  occurred  to  the  critics 
of  the  industry  that  such  things  hap- 
pened? In  Scotland  the  traditional  co- 
operation between  medical  authorities 
and  the  industry  had  grown  up  over 
the  years  and  could  not  be  replaced. 
Lord  Taylor  was  asking  if  it  could  be 
augmented.  The  pharmaceutical  indus- 
try's own  skills  and  the  established 
position  of  the  Cohen  and  Dunlop 
Committees  were  powerful  safeguards. 
The    value    of    another  organisation 
under  the  Medical  Research  Council 
seemed  doubtful.  Some  seemed  to  hold 
the  opinion  that  pharmaceutical  com- 
panies were  anxious  to  get  products  on 
the  market  at  all  costs  and  without 
adequate  trials.  That  was  far  from  the 
truth.   From   the   purely  commercial 
point  of  view,  any  company  that  mar- 
keted a  product  of  dubious  merit  would 
be  in  a  difficult  position.  Another  fac- 
tor in  the  industry's  approach  to  clini- 
cal work  was  representatives.  "  These 
skilled  and  generally  dedicated  men  are 
in  some  measure  the  industry's  eyes  and 
ears."  They  had  a  part  to  play  in 
initiating,  promoting  and  fertilising  the 
exchange     of     clinical  information. 
Through  them  news  reached  research 
departments  of  unexpected  happenings 
or  reactions.  The  sales  force  of  the 
pharmaceutical  organisation  was  a  use- 
ful if  small  adjunct  to  clinical  research. 
Lady  Summerskill  said  the  fundamen- 
tal and  inherent  weaknesses  of  the 
Dunlop   Committee    were    that  drug 
manufacturers  were  not  compelled  to 
submit   their   products   and   that  the 
pharmaceutical  industry,  which  profited 
from  drug  manufacture,  had  been  left 
to  report  on  toxicity  tests  and  clinical 
trials.  How  could  the  Committee  assess 
the   thoroughness   of   a   clinical  trial' 
except  through  independent  agency  of 
the  highest  repute? 

Lady  Summerskill  then  suggested 
that  the  drug  industry  claimed  it  must 
have  high  profits  for  research,  but  after 
the  cost  of  research  has  been  met  the 
profits  were  very  high.  She  later  re- 
ferred to  the  fact  that  the  Dunlop  Com- 


mittee had  warned  doctors  of  the  pos- 
sible side  effects  of  a  number  of  drugs, 
many  of  which  had  been  advertised  for 
a  number  of  years.  Lord  Newton  (Par- 
liamentary Secretary  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health)  said  it  was  a  difficult  and  com- 
plex subject  and  in  the  medical  pro- 
fession there  was  no  general  opinion 
that  a  central  testing  agency  was  desir- 
able. In  October  1962,  after  the  thalido- 
mide  tragedy,  the   Medical  Research 
Council    reviewed    its  responsibilities 
over  the  whole  field  of  toxicity  testing 
and  clinical  trials,  and  confirmed  the 
principle  that  had  developed  down  the 
years   that  responsibility  for  routine 
toxicity  screening  of  new  drugs  should 
remain    with    the    manufacturers  and 
that  the  Council  should  not  become  in- 
volved in  it.  The  arrangements  for  sub- 
mission of  new  drugs  to  the  Dunlop 
Committee   ensured   that   such  drugs 
were  not  offered  by  manufacturers  for 
clinical  trial  without  adequate  toxicity 
testing.  The  individual  doctor's  judg- 
ment as  to  whether  a  particular  drug 
should  be  administered  to  a  particular 
patient  was  still  crucial  and  it  always 
would  be.  His  personal  responsibility 
was  an  important  safety  factor.  Lord 
Newton  said  he  "  did  not  much  like 
Lord  Taylor's  suggestion  that  doctors 
might    receive    special    payment  for 
undertaking  clinical  trials."  He  did  not 
believe  that  that  sort  of  inducement 
would  be  acceptable  to  the  profession 
generally,  and  he  was  reasonably  cer- 
tain that  it  would  not  be  acceptable  to 
the  general  public,  many  of  whom  did 
not  like  being  treated  as  guinea-pigs  by 
the  medical  profession.  Lord  Taylor 
interposed  and  said  that  on  principle 
he  would  agree  and  undertook  to  with- 
draw his  suggestion.   Lord  Newton 
considered  that  the  idea  of  a  central 
agency  was,  at  first  sight,  an  attractive 
one  but  the  prevailing  system,  unco- 
ordinated though  it  might  be,  had  the 
advantage  that  it  made  for  the  closest 
personal  contact  between  the  manufac- 
turer and  the  clinician.  He  finally  said 
that  he  was  not  convinced  that  the 
present  arrangements  were  so  defective 
that  it  was  imperative  to  discard  them 
and  set  up  new  machinery. 

Drug  Addict  Prescriptions 

Mr.  W.  S.  Shepherd  asked  the 
Home  Secretary  on  March  5  what 
supervision  he  exercised  over  the  issue 
of  prescriptions  to  persons  claiming  to 
be  drug  addicts.  Mr.  C.  M.  Wood- 
house  (Joint  Under-Secretary  of  State, 
Home  Department)  replied  that  the 
provision  of  Dangerous  Drugs  depen- 
ded solely  upon  the  medical  practi- 
tioner. Mr.  Shepherd  then  asked  if 
the  Minister  was  satisfied  the  system 
was  working  properly  "  since  many 
chemists  in  the  West  End  of  London 
were  concerned  that  the  large  number 
of  Canadian  and  American  customers 
who  came  to  them  for  drugs  said  they 
came  solely  for  the  purpose  of  getting 
drugs  easily  and  cheaply."  Mr.  Wood- 
house  said  he  thought  it  was  right 
that  the  responsibility  should  rest  with 
the  medical  profession.  A  Home  Office 
handbook  on  the  duties  of  doctors  and

dentists  under  the  Dangerous  Drugs 
Act  Regulations  contained  advice  on 
prescribing  for  addicts.  If  it  was  found 
from  chemists'  registers  that  a  medical 
practitioner  had  been  prescribing  such 
drugs  for  a  patient  over  a  long  period, 
arrangements  could  be  made  for  a 
regional  medical  officer  to  visit  the 
doctor  to  give  him  such  advice  as 
might  be  necessary.  Sir  Barnett 
Stross  asked  for  confirmation  that  the 
number  of  registered  addicts  in  the 
United  Kingdom  was  low.  Mr.  Wood- 
house  replied  "  It  is  very  low,  but  it 
has  been  rising  in  recent  years." 

Shops  Act,  1950 

The  Home  Secretary  was  asked  a 
number  of  questions  on  March  5 
about  amending  Sunday  shop  hours. 
Mr.  H.  Brooke  replied  suggesting  that 
no  steps  should  be  taken  about  Sunday 
opening  of  shops  until  the  Crowthorne 
Committee  had  reported  its  findings. 
He  agreed  there  were  anomalies  in  the 
1950  Act. 

Offences  Involving  Drugs 

Mr.  D.  Jones  on  March  5  wanted 
the  Home  Secretary  to  control  "  purple 
heart  pills "  under  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act,  1951.  Mr.  R.  W.  Sorensen 
wanted  to  know  if  the  Home  Secretary 
had  received  further  reports  in  respect 
"  of  the  possession,  sale,  usage  and 
particular  effects  of  marijuana,  heroin 
and  other  similar  narcotics  and  drugs: 
to  what  extent  police  action  had  been 
successful  in  repressing  or  diminishing 
offences  involving  such  drugs;  and 
what  steps  had  been  taken  to  encour- 
age the  acceptance  of  therapeutic 
treatment  by  those  affected  by  them." 
Mr.  Brooke  said  he  had  not  received 
any  special  reports  and  it  was  not 
possible  to  say  how  far  police  action 
might  have  prevented  offences  being 
committed.  The  number  of  convictions 
for  offences  involving  drugs  controlled 
under  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1951, 
was  686  in  1963  and  675  in  1962.  The 
treatment  of  a  drug  addict  was  a 
matter  for  the  medical  practitioner  in 
charge  of  the  case. 

Drug  Addiction 

Mr.  K.  Robinson  asked  the  Home 
Secretary  if  he  would  set  up  a  com- 
mittee to  inquire  into  the  extent  of 
drug  addiction  in  Great  Britain, 
especially  among  young  persons,  and 
to  reassess  the  validity  of  official 
statistics  in  the  light  of  recent  experi- 
ence in  the  Courts.  In  a  written  reply 
on  March  5  Mr.  Brooke  referred  to 
the  Interdepartmental  Committee  on 
Drug  Addiction,  which  had  expressed 
the  opinion  in  November  1960  that 
there  was  no  cause  to  fear  that  any 
real  increase  in  addiction  was  occur- 
ring at  that  time.  There  was  evidence 
of  some  recent  increase  in  addiction 
and  he  was  consulting  with  the  Mini- 
ster of  Health  about  the  development. 

International  Cancer  Research 

Asked  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Biggs-Davison 
what  decision  had  been  reached  with 
France  and  other  countries  on  intep- 
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national  co-operation  in  cancer  re- 
search, Mr.  A.  Barber  (Minister  of 
Health),  in  a  written  reply  on  March 
5.  said  that  the  matter  was  now  being 
considered  by  the  five  governments. 

Pharmacy  Poisons  (Amendment)  Bill 

The  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  (Amend- 
ment) Bill  was  discussed  in  Committee 
on  March  4.  Sir  Hugh  Linstead  said 
the  Bill  was  designed  to  enable  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain  to  increase  certain  statutory 
fees  which  it  received  under  Statute. 
Under  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1933,  the  Society  was  given  two  sources 
of  statutory  income.  One  was  a  reten- 
tion fee  paid  by  its  members,  and  the 
other  a  retention  fee  paid  by  the 
owners  of  chemists  shops.  There  was  no 
statutory  ceiling  on  the  retention  fee 
paid  by  members;  that  was  left  for 
negotiations  between  members  and  the 
Council  of  the  Society. 

In  the  premises  fee  a  statutory  limit 
was  imposed  in  1933,  being  fixed  at  £3 
a  year.  That  limit  of  £3  was  reached 
in  1953  and  there  was  now  no  possi- 
bility of  increasing  that  fee  except  by 
an  amending  Statute.  Sir  Hugh  con- 
tinued "  The  Society  has  found  itself 
with  an  annual  deficit  in  recent  years 
and  therefore  comes  to  Parliament  to 
ask  for  a  higher  ceiling  for  the 
premises  fee.  It  proposes  at  the  same 
time  as  it  raises  the  premises  fee  also 
to  raise  the  retention  fee  on  its  mem- 
bers. It  thinks  that  its  increased 
revenue  should  come  from  a  balance 
between  the  two.  This  clause,  there- 
fore Durposes  that  the  ceiling  shall  be 
raised  from  the  £3  fixed  in  1933  to 
£10."  The  people  affected  were  owners 
of  chemists'  shops.  They  fell  into  three 
groups. 

The  first  group  consisted  of  the 
private  chemists,  who  were  represented 
by  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union,  and  the  union  had  no  objec- 
tions to  the  proposal.  The  second 
group  of  owners  were  the  chain  stores, 
represented  by  the  Company  Chem- 
ists' Association,  which  had  been  con- 
sulted about  the  Bill.  "  The  Secretary 
of  the  Association  has  written  to  me 
saying  that  it  has  no  comments  to 
make  on  the  text."  Sir  Hugh  then 
turned  to  the  third  group  consisting 
of  the  Co-operative  societies.  He  said 
"  the  Parliamentary  Committee  of  the 
Co-operative  Union  has  written  to  me 
to  say  that  the  union  agrees  with  the 
proposal  to  increase  the  fee  as  being 
reasonable  and  one  that  should  not  be 
opposed.  But  the  letter  adds: 

'  Some  concern  was  expressed  at  the 
size  of  the  increase  but  it  is  understood 
that  the  figure  of  £10  is  a  maximum  and 
that  it  will  not  be  adopted  in  the  imme- 
diate future.' 

I  understand  that  the  intention  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society,  if  this  Bill  is 
passed,  is  to  make  a  bv-law  bringing 
the  fee  up  to  £5,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Privy  Council."  The 
Bill  was  agreed  without  amendment. 

Cost-of-living  Index 

Mr.  Robert  Maxweli  -Hyslot  asked 
the  Secretary  of  State  for  Industry, 
Trade  and  Regional  Development  which 
component  items  Of  the  cost-of-living 
index  were  commonly  subjected  to  re- 


sale price  maintenance;  and  what  was 
the  index  value  of  each  such  item  at 
the  latest  computation.  Mr.  E.  Heath 
(Minister  of  Industry  and  Trade),  in  a 
written  reply  on  February  26,  said  that 
precise  information  was  not  available 
about  the  extent  of  resale  price  main- 
tenance within  the  various  components 
of  the  index  of  retail  prices.  Groups 
or  subgroups  within  which  prices 
were  substantially  subject  to  resale 
price  maintenance,  and  the  appropri- 
ate index  figures  for  December  1963, 
were  : —

Pharmaceutical  Services  in  Liverpool 

Sir  Kenneth  Thompson  asked  the 
Minister  of  Health  if  he  was  aware  of 
the  recent  closing  of  chemists'  shops  in 
Liverpool:  what  action  was  he  taking 
to  ensure  that  the  need  for  pharmaceu- 
tical services  was  met;  and  if  he  would 
make  a  statement?  Mr.  Bernard  Braine. 
in  a  written  reply  on  March  9,  stated 
there  had  been  some  reduction  in  re- 
cent years  in  the  number  of  chemists' 
shops  in  Liverpool  but  he  was  assured 
by  the  Liverpool  Executive  Council  that 
the  present  pharmaceutical  services  in 
the  city  were  adequate. 

Resale  Prices  Bill 

There  was  an  unprecedented  "  re- 
volt "  by  Government  supporters  when 
the  second  reading  of  the  Resale  Prices 
Bill  came  up  on  March  10.  Twenty-one 
of  them,  including  Sir  Hugh  Linstead. 
voted  against.  Mr.  E.  Heath  (Minister 
for  Industry  and  Trade)  moved  the 
second  reading.  He  said  the  number  of 
people  employed  in  the  distributive 
processes  was  growing  faster  than  the 
number  in  the  manufacturing  industry. 
Great  demands  were  being  made  on 
industry.  It  was  only  right  that  they 
should  look  to  the  distributive  services 
for  a  similar  response.  There  had  been 
a  number  of  suggestions  that  there 
was  no  need  for  Government  action 
because  resale  price  maintenance  was 
gradually  disintegrating,  but  the  evi- 
dence was  that  the  system  was  still 
firmly  entrenched.  In  recent  years  it 
had  broken  down  completely  in  foods 
and  groceries,  but  despite  that  the  pro- 
portion spent  on  price-maintained 
goods  was  higher  today  than  it  was 
before  the  war.  "'It  is  now  apparent 
that  there  is  no  halfway  house.  We  can 
permit  resale  price  maintenance  to  go 
on  in  every  case,  with  all  that  it  entails 
in  the  way  of  higher  costs,  a  less  effi- 
cient distributive  system  and  less  oppor- 


tunity for  consumers*  preferences  to 
influence  supply,  or  we  can  provide 
for  price  competition,  and  facilitate  the 
introduction  of  new  and  improved 
methods  of  distribution  by  ending  re- 
sale price  maintenance,  except  when  it 
can  be  shown  that  it  helps  the  consumer 
and  is  not  contrary  to  the  public  in- 
terest.** He  believed  that  many  of  the 
anxieties  about  the  effect  of  the  Bill  on 
the  small  trader  were  exaggerated. 

Mr.  Douglas  Jay  said  that,  whereas 
resale  price  maintenance  was  presumed 
against  the  public  interest  unless  those 
practising  it  proved  it  was  not,  mono- 
polies were,  it  was  proposed,  presumed 
in  the  public  interest  unless  proved 
otherwise.  Where  the  small  shop- 
keeper's livelihood  was  at  stake  there 
was  precise,  and  in  some  respects  dras- 
tic, legislation  now.  When  it  came  to 
monopolies,  combines,  mergers,  and 
commercial  services,  all  was  put  off  for 
legislation  perhaps  next  year.  The  ex- 
emption procedure  under  the  Bill  put 
the  retailer  and  the  distributive  worker 
in  an  inferior  position  to  the  manufac- 
turer. There  was  a  strong  case  for  giv- 
ing both  manufacturers  and  retailers 
the  chance  to  argue  that  any  benefit  to 
the  consumer  was  exceeded  by  a  greater 
damage  to  themselves.  At  present  the 
case  must  be  wholly  argued  in  terms 
of  benefit  to  the  consumer. 

MR.  W.  E.  Padley  (president,  Union 
of  Shop,  Distributive  and  Allied  Wor- 
kers) said  two  certain  consequences 
of  the  Bill  were  that  three  new  judges 
would  be  appointed  and  that  prices 
would  go  up  everywhere  except  in  the 
centres  of  the  large  towns.  In  his  view 
the  Bill  was  right  in  making  R.P.M. 
""  publicly  accountable,"  but  it  would 
not  bring  down  prices  and  reduce  gross 
profit  margins. 

Sir  Hugh  Linstead  said  he  would 
have  to  vote  against  the  second  read- 
ing because  he  believed  the  abolition 
of  resale  price  maintenance  would  not 
achieve  the  objectives  the  Minister  had 
in  mind.  In  so  far  as  it  reduced  retail 
prices,  it  would  do  so  at  the  expense 
of  the  independent  trader.  "  I  can  see 
nothing  but  injustice  in  taking  out  of 
the  pockets  of  the  independent  trader 
sums  of  money  which  are  a  substantial 
part  of  his  income  in  order  to  bring 
about  what  will  probably  be  an  ex- 
tremely small  if  not  insignificant  reduc- 
tion in,  for  example,  the  index  of  retail 
prices.  The  problem  is  that  retail  dis- 
tribution is  not  homogeneous  and  is 
not  a  simple  unified  structure.  Each 
trade  and  each  activity  is  different,  and 
to  try  to  deal  with  the  whole  spectrum 
with  one  weapon  is  almost  to  guarantee 
inequity  and  even  injustice." 

He  referred  in  detail  to  the  findings 
of  a  small  working  party  set  up  by  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  to  re- 
port on  the  possible  effects  of  the  Bill 
(see  p.  254),  going  on  to  deal  with  the 
amendments  he  proposed  to  table  dur- 
ing the  committee  stage  of  the  Bill. 

Mr.  J.  Stonehouse  regretted  the  way 
in  which  the  Bill  had  been  introduced 
and  its  ill-considered  drafting.  The 
P.A.T.A.  had  sent  a  document  to  all 
Members  of  the  House  which  he 
thought  showed  its  case  was  "  feeble, 
flimsy  and  anaemic."  A  point  which 
had  been  made  was  that  "'  because  the 
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chemists  are  an  essential  part  of  the 
National  Health  Service,  and  depend 
on  price-maintained  commodities  to 
make  a  reasonable  profit,  price  main- 
tenance must  continue  so  that  they  can 
continue  to  supply  drugs  and  to  dis- 
pense prescriptions  under  the  National 
Health  Service.  This  is  entirely  wrong. 
A  chemist  should  not  be  subsidised  in 
his  work  by  the  buyers  of  cameras  or 
roll  films.  The  people  who  buy  the:e 
commodities  should  not  have  to  sub- 
sidise the  Health  Service."

Elected  to  membership  of  its  executive 
committee   in    1947,   he   became  the 
Association's   president  in   1953,  and 
throughout  the  intervening  years  has 
<nven  unbroken  and  unstinted  service 
to  the  committee  and  to  pharmaceutical 
affairs  generally.  Throughout  its  life 
he  was  a  member  of  the  C.F.  Com- 
mittee and  a  devoted  advocate  of  C.F. 
principles.  During  his  presidential  year 
he  set  a  high  standard  based  on  prin- 
ciples all  succeeding  presidents  have 
endeavoured  to  follow.  An  exception- 
ally  gifted   m?n.  he  brought   all  his 
many  talents  to  the  task  on  hand,  what- 
ever it  might  be,  using  to  best  advan- 
tage the  wisdom  which  was  the  product 
oi  wiue  experience  and  an  agile  mind 
well  stocked  with  knowledge.  His  in- 
terests were  as  many  as  they  were 
diverse,  and  we  were  continually  sur- 
prised by  instances  which  revealed  how 
wide  were  his  horizons  in  the  field  of 
literature   and  the  arts,  even  as  we 
were   delighted   with   his   ready  and 
sparkling     wit,     which     was  never 
sharpened  at  the  expense  of  another 
but  was  something  in  which  we  could 
all  revel.  This  extraordinary  ability  to 
see  things  clearly  and  yet  to  express 
that   vision   in   such   a  light-hearted 
fashion,   so   that  everyone   could  in- 
stantly see  it  too  and  laugh  with  him, 
reflected  not  irresponsibility,  but  rather 
the  depth  of  insight  that  can  put  a 
situation  in  its  true  perspective.  His 
humour  was  an  invaluable  reliever  of 
tension  on  many  occasions  and  in  diffi- 
cult circumstances.  As  a  man,  his  per- 


sonality made  him  stand  out  in  any 
assembly.  He  was  clever,  he  was 
genuine,  he  was  friendly  and,  above 
all,  he  was  natural.  When  he  relin- 
quished the  office  of  president  to  his 
successor  he  did  not  weary  in  well- 
doing, but  continued  to  give  of  his 
time  and  effort  with  a  generosity  and 
enthusiasm  which  were  characteristic. 
Always  he  had  a  cheery  word  of  en- 
couragement for  the  younger  people 
who  were  not  so  able  as  he,  nor  so 
experienced.  As  time  went  on  his 
leisure  was  more  and  more  taken  up 
with  the  work  of  the  many  subcom- 
mittees— his  qualities  made  him  the 
obvious  choice  for  all  of  them — and 
with  the  careful  preparation  of  his 
own  particular  creation,  the  yellow 
sheet  of  Incomuca,  where,  in  poetry 
and  prose,  his  thoughts  were  crystall- 
ised for  the  guidance  and  benefit  of 
us  all.  We  of  the  executive  committee 
who  were  privileged  to  know  him  well 
not  only  deeply  regret  the  passing  of 
a  much  honoured  colleague  but  mourn 
a  dear  friend.

A  founder  member  of  the 
West  Ham  Association  of  Pharmacists, 
he  was  the  Association's  president, 
1923-24,  1947-48  and  1952-53,  and  its 
secretary,  1924-44.  When  the  local 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  formed  in  1922  he  was  appointed 
a  committee  member,  and  was  Branch 
chairman  in  1951.  Mr.  Reed  was  secre- 
tary, 1925-47,  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  Branch  and  its  chair- 
man, 1947-50.  Appointed  chemists'  re- 
presentative on  the  former  West  Ham 
(National  Health)  Insurance  Commit- 
tee, he  became  its  chairman  in  1938 
and  again  in  1943.  He  became  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Executive  Committee  with 
the  coming  of  the  National  Health 
Service.  A  "  profile  "  of  Mr.  Reed  was 


given  in  the  C.  &  D.  feature  "  Figures 
in  the  Pharmaceutical  World  "  (May  2, 
1953)  when  reference  was  made  to  his 
consistent  support  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Benevolent  Fund,  for 
which  he  was  stated  to  have  raised 
over  £3,000  whilst  secretary  of  the 
West  Ham  Association. 

Mr.  Owen  C.  Wombwell  (president, 
West  Ham  and  District  Association  of 
Pharmacists;    chairman,   East  Metro- 
politan Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society),  writes: — Mr.  Joseph  Reed  was 
a  founder  of  the  West  Ham  Associa- 
tion, and  for  over  half  a  century  he 
served  us  faithfully  and  well — for  very 
many  years  as  secretary,  as  president 
in  1923,  in  1947  and  again  in  1953, 
our  Golden  Jubilee  year.  When  not  in 
office   he   was    always    a  committee 
member,  a  record  of  service  which 
must  surely  be  unique.     It  was  rare 
for  him  to  be  absent  from  a  meeting 
of    either    the    Association    or  the 
Branch,   and  he  often   put  younger 
members  to  shame  in  this  respect.  1 
particularly    remember    an  evening 
meeting  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  It  was 
snowing     and     bitterly     cold,  and 
although  it  was  his  eightieth  birthday 
he  made  the  journey  from  West  Ham 
by  public  transport,  and  was  quite  in- 
dignant  when    I   told   him   that  he 
should  have  'phoned  me  for  a  lift.  His 
great  interest  in  the  Benevolent  Fund 
and  Birdsgrove  House  have  been  per- 
petuated   by    the   furnishing    of  the 
Cumberland  Room,  and  more  particu- 
larly by  the  set  of  cutlery  at  Birdsgrove 
House.  The  latter  gift  was,  at  his  re- 
quest, made  by  the  Association  and 
Branch  upon  his  retirement,  in  place 
of  anything  for  his  personal  use.  It 
has  been  a  privilege,  an  education,  and 
a  pleasure  to  have  known  and  to  have 
worked  with  Mr.  Joseph  Reed,  who 
was  such  a  wonderful  example  and 
inspiration  to  us  all. 

Mr.   W.  H.  Cloud  writes: — I  first 
met  Joseph  Reed  in  the  early  twenties 
at  the  meetings  of  the   West  Ham 
Association,  of  which  he  was  secre- 
tary.    Despite  his  gruff  manner  and 
forthright    speech    he    was  kindness 
itself,  and  took  unlimited  trouble  to 
interest  me  in  Branch  affairs.  He  was 
never  too  busy  to  welcome  the  new- 
comer, or  to  encourage  him  to  take 
part  on  committees.     He  was  a  hard 
worker,   organising   the  Association's 
dinner  for  many  years,  and  always  try- 
ing to  get  the  various  sections  of  phar- 
macy to  work  together.  He  made  no 
distinction   between    those    in  retail, 
wholesale,  hospital  and  manufacturing 
— all  were  pharmacists.  A  representa- 
tive told  me  he  always  enjoyed  the 
West   Ham  dinner,   because   he  was 
made  to  feel  he  was  part  of  pharmacy, 
not  an  outsider.  Mr.  Reed  was  a  regu- 
lar attender  at  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conferences,  and  I  was  greatly  im- 
pressed by  the  high  esteem  in  which 
he  was  held.     He  seemed  to  know 
everybody  who  was  there.    His  daugh- 
ter,   Agnes,    helped    him    in  busi- 
ness and,  after  the  death  of  Mrs.  Reed, 
managed  the  home  too.  When  he  sold 
his  business,  they  both  went  to  live 
with  his  son,  Gordon,  at  Rochester,  and 
later  at  Faversham:  the  devoted  care 
of  his  son  and  daughter  did  much  to 
ease  his  later  years  until  his  death  at 
ninety-two.  A  grand  old  man!

Essentials  for  Improved  Status 

Sir, — I  have  been  following  your 
correspondence  columns  with  great 
interest  of  late,  especially  on  the 
question  of  N.H.S.  remuneration.  I 
have  also  followed  the  arguments  at 
Association  and  Branch  meetings,  and 
at  meetings  held  by  the  Ulster  Chem- 
ists' Association.  At  nearly  every  meet- 
ing it  was  brought  to  my  notice  the 
great  difference  which  exists  between 
the  success  of  the  negotiators  for 
manual  and  engineering  workers  and 
the  success  of  our  own  negotiators. 
Since  the  negotiators  who  operate  on 
behalf  of  pharmacy  are  all  excellent 
men,  I  feel  we  must  look  elsewhere  for 
the  reason  for  their  lack  of  success.  I 
feel  that  a  very  large  factor  which 
affects  our  negotiations  is  the  fragmen- 
tation of  our  profession  (retail  phar- 
macists, hospital  pharmacists  and  those 
pharmacists  who  are  in  industry). 
Among  retail  pharmacists  alone  there 
is  further  fragmentation  into  assistant 
pharmacists  and  proprietor  pharma- 
cists. All  these  categories  make  unified 
action  an  impossibility. 

On  the  general  scene  I  feel  the  time 
has  come  for  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  alter  its  constitution  to  en- 
able it  to  act  for  the  good  of  all  phar- 
macists (since  it  is  the  only  body 
which  represents  all  pharmacists,  no 
matter  which  branch  of  the  profession 
they  work  in),  instead  of  being 
merely  an  examining  and  disciplinary 
body.  While  the  Society  could  do  much 
on  the  general  scene  to  unify  phar- 
macy, its  action  will  be  to  no  avail 
unless  the  rank  and  file  pull  together 
and  stop  indulging  in  petty  practices, 
not  expected  from  a  highly  qualified 


(and  poorly  paid)  professional  body; 
much  better  to  concentrate  on  running 
one's  own  business  more  efficiently, 
than  watching  how  efficient  the  man 
across  the  street  is.  Until  pharmacy 
becomes  more  unified  in  its  many  frac- 
tions, and  until  each  pharmacist  learns 
to  respect  other  pharmacists,  we  can- 
not expect  the  respect  of  the  Health 
Service  negotiators,  or  the  public. 

It  appears  to  me  that  a  great  pro- 
portion of  our  present  complaints  are 
of  our  own  making  and  the  cure  for 
them  is  in  our  own  hands,  nobody  can 
help  us  until  we  help  ourselves.  The 
general  public  has  a  firm  conviction 
that  every  pharmacist  is  making  pots 
of  money,  a  situation  which  we  know 
only  too  well  does  not  exist.  Is  there 
no  way  in  which  this  view  can  be 
altered  by  public  relations?  If  it  is  not 
altered  soon,  then  any  stiff  action 
which  pharmacy  may  take  to  better  its 
position  will  lack  public  support. 

In  Northern  Ireland  there  are  too 
many  pharmacies,  many  of  whose  pro- 
prietors are  barely  making  a  living. 
This  is  a  situation  which  can  lead  to 
poor  standards  of  pharmacy  being  prac- 
tised due  to  lack  of  capital.  Surely  it 
is  the  responsibility  of  the  Society,  in 
order  to  maintain  good  standards,  to 
press  for  legislation  to  limit  the  num- 
ber of  licences  issued  to  pharmaceuti- 
cal premises. 

At  a  meeting  recently  of  the  East 
Down  Chemist's  Association  the  fol- 
lowing points  were  put  forward  for 
consideration: — 

1.  A  basic  salary  for  the  pharma- 
cist. 

2.  Payment  for  rota  services 
provided  by  a  chemist  in  any  town 
where  a  doctor  holds  an  evening 
surgery  (i.e.  after  the  contracted 
hours  of  pharmaceutical  service). 

3.  Pharmacists  to  be  able  to  mark 
prescriptions  received  after  rota 
hours,  in  order  to  receive  "  urgent " 
payment. 

4.  Steps  to  be  taken  by  the  Society 
and  all  pharmaceutical  bodies  to 
have  legislation  passed  limiting  the 
number  of  pharmacies  with  a  view 
to  reducing  the  numbers  to  a  point 
where  each  pharmacy  had  a  poten- 
tial 3,000-3,500  customers. 

In  giving  effect  to  those  recommen- 
dations the  Government  would  be 
acting  in  the  best  interests  of  all  con- 
cerned. Pharmaceutical  proprietors 
would  have  more  capital  for  improve- 
ments. They  would  be  able  to  pay 
much  better  wages  to  qualified  assis- 
tants, and  the  public  would  receive  a 
service  far  above  the  present  standard.

Explosive  in  a  Quiet  Way 

A  quiet  revolution  seems  to  have  taken  place  behind  the 
frontage  of  number  17  Bloomsbury  Square,  if  the 
brevity  of  the  public  deliberations  of  the  Council  (see 
C.  &  D.,  March  7,  p.  227)  is  anything  to  go  by. 

To  be  fair,  the  real  revolution  has  taken  place  behind 
the  scenes,  emerging  in  the  report  of  the  Council's  "  pri- 
vate "  sessions.  We  refer  to  the  change  in  title  of  the 
Public  Services  to  the  Practice  Committee  and  to  the 
Committee's  redefined  terms  of  reference.  The  change 
is  in  some  degree,  we  believe,  the  outcome  of  widespread 
dissatisfaction  among  members  of  the  Society  concern- 
ing a  number  of  important  aspects  of  the  profession. 
The  new  terms  of  reference  show  that  the  Committee  is 
to  become  one  of  the  most  important  of  the  committees 
of  the  Council,  its  function  to  organise  prompt,  ade- 
quate, efficient  and  remunerative  pharmaceutical  ser- 
vices and  improve  pharmaceutical  business  generally. 

The  Committee  has  made  a  good  beginning  by  con- 
demning the  Industrial  Court's  award  of  5  per  cent,  to 
hospital  pharmacists.  Its  condemnation  is,  indeed  (see 
page  265),  in  exceptionally  forthright  terms.  It  is  note- 
worthy that  the  Committee's  criticism  is  directed  not 
merely  to  the  finding  of  the  Industrial  Court  but  also 
to  the  Joint  Industrial  Council  scale,  which  is  described 
as  "  unrealistic  and  damaging."  The  Committee  has 
shown  immediate  courage,  for  it  may  now  have  a  size- 
able problem  on  its  hands  in  meeting  the  criticisms  of 
those  pharmacists  who  assisted  in  the  formulation  of  that 
scale.  In  making  its  criticisms  the  Committee  might  be 
considered  by  some  to  be  contradicting  its  own  criterion 
"  to  have  regard  for  the  co-operation  with  bodies  having 
sectional  interests  in  pharmacy."  However,  we  believe 
that  some  such  sharp  words  may  be  necessary  to 
persuade  the  various  sections  to  see  their  individual 
problems  as  part  of  the  whole  scene.  There  is  no  doubt 
of  the  need  for  a  "  speedy  review  of  the  present  situa- 
tion through  joint  discussions  "  and  we  hope  that  they 
will  take  place  at  an  early  date  and  that  thereafter  the 
Committee  will  have  a  unifying  effect  on  members  as 
well  as  an  improving  effect  on  the  conditions  under 
which  they  practise. 

Action  Still  Needed 

Whatever  the  ultimate  outcome  of  the  Resale  Prices 
Bill,  and  however  slight  or  severe  the  blow  it  delivers 
to  pharmacy,  no  member  of  the  profession  can  justifi- 
ably criticise  his  leaders,  or  the  officials  or  staffs  of  the 
various  groups  that  have  been  actively  ensuring  that  the 


pharmacists'  viewpoint  is  placed  before  all  Members  of 
Parliament.  The  prodigious  amount  of  work  that  they 
have  achieved  within  a  short  time,  even  as  reflected  in 
the  output  of  printed  matter,  is  impressive.  Surely  the 
most  phlegmatic  must  appreciate  the  results  of  recent 
collaboration  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  National 
Pharmaceutical  Union,  P.A.T.A.,  and  Company  Che- 
mists Association. 

The  resulting  memorandum  that  was  prepared,  deal- 
ing with  the  amendments  that  should  be  sought,  is  an 
excellent  document  that  deserves  serious  consideration 
by  all  the  Members  of  Parliament  to  whom  it  was  sent. 

It  is  appropriate  also  to  mention  the  work  done  by 
Sir  Hugh  Linstead,  both  inside  and  outside  the  House 
of  Commons.  He  has  been  most  assiduous  in  putting 
the  pharmacists'  viewpoint,  culminating  in  his  voting 
against  the  Government  at  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Another  important  contribution  has  been  that  by  the 
small  committee  of  the  N.P.U.  set  up  to  consider  objec- 
tively the  likely  effects  if  Resale  Price  Maintenance 
were  to  be  abolished.  That  document  (see  p.  255) 
is  useful  not  only  for  the  information  it  gives  but  also 
for  pointing  the  way  for  individual  pharmacists  to  in- 
vestigate the  effect  on  their  own  businesses  and  provide 
the  resulting  information  (in  confidence,  of  course)  to 
their  local  Members  of  Parliament  before  the  commit- 
tee stage  of  the  Bill  is  reached.  The  executives  and 
officers  of  the  national  organisations  have  provided  the 
basic  information.  The  next  stage  is  for  individual 
pharmacists  to  ensure  that  local  M.P.s  are  made  aware 
how  gravely  chemists  view  the  absence  from  the  Bill  of 
an  exemption  clause  for  medicines  and  the  ineffective- 
ness of  the  proposals  relating  to  "  loss  leaders." 

The  N.P.U.  makes  the  important  point  that  "  all 
sections  of  multiple  and  private  pharmacy  have  presen- 
ted a  solid  front  in  the  struggle  for  retention  of  resale 
price  maintenance,  and  it  is  most  important  that  private 
chemists  should  not  be  panicked  into  cutting  prices." 

The  stage  has  now  been  reached  when  the  action  of 
the  individual  pharmacist  is  likely  to  be  the  most  potent 
weapon  in  the  R.P.M.  battle. 

Thirty  Years  of  Drug  Supervision 

The  Drug  Supervisory  Body  in  Geneva,  Switzerland, 
has  now  completed  thirty  years  of  operation  of  the 
estimates  system  for  the  control  of  narcotic  drugs.  Its 
first  statement  of  estimated  world  requirements  of  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  related  to  the  year  1934,  and  was  prepared 
in  1933.  It  contained  estimates  for  sixty-eight  countries 
and  114  territories.  The  national  authorities  of  forty- 
five  countries  and  eighty-three  territories  prepared  their 
own  estimates ;  the  estimates  for  twenty-three  other 
countries  and  thirty-one  other  territories,  which  did  not 
supply  their  own,  were  prepared  by  the  Supervisory 
Body.  The  1963  estimates  related  to  123  countries  and 
fifty-nine  territories,  and  the  Supervisory  Body  prepared 
those  for  thirteen  countries  and  seven  territories.  In 
1934  the  estimates  dealt  with  fifteen  narcotic  drugs,  all 
natural  drugs,  whereas  the  1963  estimates  covered  fifty- 
four  narcotic  drugs,  including  twenty-six  natural  drugs 
(derivatives  of  opium  or  the  coca  leaf)  and  twenty- 
eight  synthetic  drugs. 

The  Drug  Supervisory  Body  points  out  that  total 
world  estimates  for  the  various  drugs  show  even  more 
striking  changes.  Estimated  world  consumption  of  mor- 
phine has  declined  from  9,370  kilos  in  1934  to  4,852 
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kilos  in  1962.  For  cocaine,  the  corresponding  figure 
fell  from  5,760  kilos  in  1934  to  2,051  kilos  in  1962. 
With  diacetylmorphine  the  decline  is  even  more  drama- 
tic: from  1,558  kilos  in  1934  to  55  kilos  in  1962.  It  may 
be  mentioned  in  this  connection  that  whereas,  in  1934, 
forty-eight  countries  and  seventy-nine  territories  sub- 
mitted estimates  concerning  diacetylmorphine,  in  1962 
only  twenty  countries  and  nine  territories  did  so,  and 
the  1964  figures  will  perhaps  be  even  lower.  The  D.S.B. 
also  points  out  that  total  estimates  for  the  conversion 
of  morphine  show  a  marked  tendency  to  rise  (from 
32,979  kilos  in  1934  to  135,963  kilos  in  1962).  That, 
states  the  D.S.B.,  is  explained  by  the  increasing  use  of 
morphine  in  the  manufacture  of  codeine  and  ethylmor- 
phine.  Total  estimated  consumption  of  codeine  has  in- 
creased from  26,477  kilos  in  1934  to  108,613  kilos  in 
1962,  and  for  ethylmorphine  the  increase  in  the  same 
period  is  from  2,832  kilos  to  8,685  kilos.  Such  increases 
are  due  to  rise  in  world  population,  improved  living 
standards,  increasing  availability  of  medical  care,  and 
growth  of  modern  medical  services  in  a  number  of 
countries  and  territories  in  which,  thirty  years  ago, 
they  hardly  existed. 

Pharmacists  need  no  reminding  that  the  consumption 
of  morphine  as  such  has  fallen,  principally  as  a  result 
of  the  appearance  of  a  large  number  of  synthetic  drugs, 
particularly  pethidine. 

The  increased  use  of  synthetic  drugs  is  underlined 
by  the  facts  that,  immediately  after  the  1939-45  war, 
only  two  synthetic  drugs,  pethidine  and  methadone, 
were  in  general  use,  whereas  today  estimates  are  sup- 
plied by  governments  for  about  thirty.  Originally  such 
substances  were  designated  by  their  long  and  compli- 
cated chemical  formula;  and  marketed  under  a  variety 
of  names.  That  situation  made  them  difficult  to  con- 
trol, both  at  national  and  international  levels.  The 
work  of  the  Supervisory  Body  has  been  greatly  simpli- 
fied   since  the  World  Health  Organisation  and  the 
United  Nations  Economic  and  Social  Council  recom- 
mended the  use  of  international  non-proprietary  names. 
Difficulties  of  carrying  out  the  Opium  Protocol  of  1963 
are  mentioned.  The  Protocol  requires  the  Supervisory 
Body  to  produce  estimates  of  opium  requirements, 
using  principles  that  it  has  employed  in  respect  of 
manufactured  narcotic  drugs.  The  morphine  content  of 
opium,  however,  varies  widely  according  to  the  country 
of  origin,  or  even  according  to  the  area  in  the  country 
in  which  the  opium  is  produced.  Several  governments 
reported  that  they  were  not  in  a  position  to  indicate 
either  the  morphine  or  the  water  content  of  the  opium 
in  respect  of  which  they  furnish  the  Permanent  Central 
Opium  Board  with  statistical   information,  and  the 
Supervisory  Body  emphasises  that  it  will  be  unable  to 
establish  the  opium  requirements  with  the  same  degree 
of  exactness  as  for  manufactured  narcotic  drugs  until 
the  governments  are  persuaded  to  find  a  way  to  provide 
the  Permanent  Central  Opium  Board  with  those  data. 

The  thirty  years  of  narcotics  control  has  not  been 
experienced  without  problems  arising,  and  the  Super- 
visory Body  refers  in  its  report  to  difficulties  due  to 
annual  estimates  of  requirements  of  narcotic  drugs  not 
being  submitted  by  a  number  of  governments  by 
August  1 — "  in  the  year  preceding  that  in  respect  of 
which  the  estimate  is  made."  The  Body  now  warns 
many  countries,  including  those  that  have  recently 
gained  their  independence,  that  punctual  submission  of 
estimates  is  the  only  means  of  ensuring  that  they  will 
obtain  all  the  medical  supplies  they  need. 


A  somewhat  familiar  note  of  warning  is  given  by 
the  Supervisory  Body  in  its  warning  to  governments 
that  "  it  will  hardly  be  in  a  position  effectively  to  carry 
the  increased  workload  which  results  from  the  coming 
into  force  of  the  Protocol  unless  the  secretariat,  which 
it  has  jointly  with  the  Permanent  Central  Opium  Board, 
is  appropriately  strengthened." 

It  would  indeed  be  a  tragedy  if  the  work  of  the  Drug 
Supervisory  Body  were  in  any  way  trammelled  by  lack 
of  support  or  staff.  Its  work,  which  is  of  the  highest 
social  significance,  is  essential.  Almost  equally  impor- 
tant, the  Drug  Supervisory  Body  is  a  focus  of  interna- 
tional collaboration  largely  unhampered  by  polemics. 
The  greater  its  success  and  the  greater  the  number  of 
other  similar  organisations,  the  more  likely  is  interna- 
tional co-operation  to  extend  to  the  more  difficult 
sectors. 

Any  Business  Questions? 

/  am  thinking  of  extending  by  having  a  brick  extension 
made  to  a  small  shop  for  stockroom  purposes.  Would 
this  be  allowable  for  tax  relief  in  any  way? 
Unfortunately  the  cost  of  building  a  stockroom  is  not 
allowable  for  tax  purposes  either  by  deduction  from  pro- 
fits or  by  way  of  capital  allowances.  The  latter  are  restric- 
ted to  industrial  buildings  such  as  factories  and  the  stock- 
rooms appropriate  thereto.  Any  fittings,  shelves,  etc..  would 
of  course  attract  capital  allowances. 

/  am  thinking  of  purchasing  a  pharmacy.  1  believe  it 
may  be  beneficial  to  me  to  run  the  business  as  a  com- 
pany. How  do  I  form  such  a  company,  please? 
Any  two  persons,  for  example  your  wife  and  yourself,  may 
form  a  company  by  filing  the  necessary  papers  with  the 
Registrar  of  Companies  and  paying  the  appropriate  duty. 
The  papers  are,  however,  technical  and  professional  advice 
is  necessary.  There  are  numerous  company  registration 
agents  who  could  assist  you.  but  by  far  the  wisest  course  is 
to  consult  a  solicitor  or  an  accountant  who  will  be  able  to 
give  you  detailed  guidance. 

I  am  anxious  about  the  effect  of  the  Offices,  Shops  and 
Railway  Premises  Act  on  my  premises.  What  are  the 
requirements    in    respect   of   sanitary   conveniences  ? 
Will  J  be  allowed  to  make  arrangements  with  other 
traders  in  order  to  avoid  excessive  costs  ? 
The  detailed  regulations  under  the  Act  relating  to  sanitary 
conveniences  have  not  yet  been  published.  The  Ministry  of 
Labour  has  indicated  an  intention  to  make  regulations  that 
will  become  effective  in  1965.  If  you  are  unable  to  satisfy 
the  regulations,  arrangements  may  be  made  for  staff  to  use 
conveniences  provided  for  others,  but  all  the  requirements 
of  the  Act  and  Regulations  must  be  met,  and  the  conveni- 
ences must  in  all  cases  be  conveniently  accessible  to  the 
workers. 

What  are  the  legal  requirements  in  offices  and  factories 
relating  to  the  provision  of  thermometers  ? 
There  are  slight  differences  in  the  wording  of  the  require- 
ments under  the  two  Acts,  but  the  Factories  Act,  1961,  now 
in  force  and  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway  Premises  Act, 
1963.  which  is  to  become  effective  on  August  1  require 
that  reasonable  temperature  must  be  maintained  where 
employees  are  working.  In  factories  the  thermometers  must 
be  in  specified  places:  in  offices,  etc.,  thermometers  must  be 
placed  on  every  floor  on  which  people  are  employed  other 
than  for  short  periods. 

/  am  considering  taking  shares  in  a  small  company 
operating  a  pharmacy.  How  are  such  shares  valued  ? 
Share  valuation  is  a  difficult  matter.  Normally  the  basis  for 
small  businesses  is  "  net  assets."  That  involves  adding  to- 
gether the  values  of  all  the  assets,  including  goodwill, 
deducting  the  liabilities,  and  then  dividing  the  resulting  net 
figure  by  the  number  of  shares  to  give  a  price  per  share. 
There  are  certain  other  factors  to  consider.  For  example, 
private  companies  must  restrict  the  right  to  transfer  their 
shares,  and  the  nature  of  the  restriction  might  be  important. 
So  indeed  might  the  proportion  of  the  total  shares  acquired. 
You  would  be  well  advised  to  consult  an  accountant.

"PUBLIC  SERVICES"  BECOMES  "PRACTICE" 

Industrial  Court  award  criticised 


THE  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  its 
meetings  on  March  3  and  4,  considered  the  minutes  of 
the  former  Public  Services  Committee,  which  has  been 
renamed  the  "  Practice  "  Committee  and  given  new  terms  of 
reference  as  follows :  — 

"  To  consider  and  report  upon  all  matters  relating  to  the 
conditions  under  which  pharmacy  is  practised  in  its  various 
branches,  general,  hospital,  industrial,  veterinary,  etc.,  with  a 
view  to  promoting  adequate,  efficient  and  remunerative  phar- 
maceutical services  and  pharmaceutical  business  generally,  with 
special  reference  to  the  authority  and  economic  position  of 
pharmacists,  whether  principals  or  employees." 
In  putting  forward  proposals  the  Committee  will  have 
regard  to  the  need  for  co-operation  with  bodies  having 
sectional  interests  in  pharmacy  and  will  make  information 
available  for  their  use  if  the  circumstances  indicate  that 
action  can  more  appropriately  be  taken  by  such  bodies  than 
by  the  Society.  The  Committee  will  function  mainly  by 
co-ordinating  the  work  of  subcommittees,  of  which  it  is 
intended  there  shall  be  four  (general,  hospital,  industrial, 
and  veterinary  and  agricultural). 

"  Derisory  " 

The  minutes  of  the  Committee  recorded  that  it  had  dis- 
cussed the  Industrial  Court  award  to  hospital  pharmacists 
:tnd  had  expressed  great  concern  at  its  implications.  The 
Committee  considered  that  (i)  the  award  was  derisory;  (ii) 
the  machinery  of  the  Industrial  Court  had  been  proved 
to  be  unsatisfactory  on  two  occasions:  (iii)  there  existed 
a  serious  difficulty  of  recruitment  into  hospital  pharmacy,  as 
acute  in  Scotland  as  in  England  and  Wales;  (iv)  the  Joint 
Industrial  Council  scale  was  unrealistic  and  damaging;  (v) 
in  view  of  the  interaction  of  decisions  concerning  the 
salaries  of  pharmacists  in  different  branches  there  was 
urgent  need  for  joint  consultation.  The  Committee  there- 
fore recommended  a  speedy  review  of  the  present  situation 
through  joint  discussions  between  representatives  of  the 
Society,  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  and  the  Guild  of 
Public  Pharmacists.  The  Committee  had  expressed  approval 
of  the  steps  taken  by  the  Society  in  conjunction  with  other 
organisations,  in  the  matter  of  resale  price  maintenance. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  meeting  the  President  (Mr. 
C.  W.  Maplethorpe)  had  welcomed  Mr.  J.  W.  Goodchild 
(chairman,  Scottish  Department  Executive).  Mr.  Maple- 
thorpe said  he  had  met  Mr.  Goodchild  in  Scotland  and 
knew  the  high  value  of  the  work  he  had  done  for  Scottish 
pharmacy.  He  hoped  that  Mr.  Goodchild  would  get  from 
the  meetings  an  insight  into  the  Council's  work. 

The  Education  Committee  reported  that  during  February 
seventeen  persons  had  been  registered  as  "  student,"  making 
thirty-five  registrations  for  the  year,  against  ninety  for  the 
corresponding  period  of  1963. 

The  Committee  noted  that,  as  the  closing  date  for  receiving 
entries  for  Parts  II  and  III  of  the  Qualifying  examination 
was  March  1,  the  new  increased  examination  fees  could  not 
be  charged  for  the  examinations  to  be  held  in  June.  Privy 
Council  approval  for  the  new  fees  was  expected  during 
April.  The  Council  agreed  with  a  recommendation  by  the 
Committee,  in  view  of  the  Society's  financial  position,  to 
make  no  educational  grants  to  institutions  for  the  year 
1964/65  and  to  limit  to  a  maximum  of  £5,000  grants  to 
pharmacists  and  students  in  the  same  period. 

The  minutes  of  the  Benevolent  Fund  Committee  recom- 
mended increased  grants  to  four  retired  married  members. 
Other  grants  had  been  made  or  recommended  to  eight 
members,  one  former  member,  and  eight  widows  of  mem- 
bers. The  recommendations  were  adopted.  A  legacy  of 
£3,827  was  reported  received  from  the  estate  of  the  late 
Mr.  Thomas  H.  Pimlott,  West  Kirby,  Liverpool.  Special 
attention  was  directed  to  contributions  to  the  Birdsgrove 


House  Fund  of  £65  from  Leeds  Branch,  £41  from  its 
ladies'  section  and  £40  10s.  to  the  Benevolent  Fund  from 
the  Branch,  making  £146  from  one  area. 

The  minutes  of  the  Finance  and  General  Purposes  Com- 
mittee, presented  by  The  Treasurer  (Mr.  H.  Steinman),  re- 
ferred to  the  gift  of  a  tray  of  Rhodesian  copper  from  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland  as  a 
"  token  of  gratitude  for  the  co-operation  and  fellowship 
which  exists  between  the  two  Societies."  and  to  mark  the 
dissolution  of  the  Society  of  Rhodesia  and  Nyasaland 
[separate  Societies  were  being  formed  in  Northern  and 
Southern  Rhodesia]. 

A  special  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  March  2  had 
considered  the  Society's  financial  position  and  the  income 
to  be  derived  from  personal  and  premises  retention  fees. 
The  Committee  had  asked  for  an  explanatory  memorandum 
to  be  prepared  and  circulated  to  members. 

The  Law  Committee  reported  that,  during  January,  the 
Society's  inspectors  and  agents  had  visited  the  premises  of 
648  authorised  sellers  and  567  drug-store  proprietors,  gro- 
cers and  similar  traders.  It  had  been  recommended  that 
warning  letters  should  be  sent  to  two  of  the  traders. 

It  was  also  reported  that  the  plaintiff  in  an  action  for 
libel  and  slander  of  goods,  arising  from  a  statement  pub- 
lished in  the  Society's  journal,  had  now  served  a  notice  of 
discontinuance  of  his  action,  and  that,  so  far  as  the  Society 
was  concerned,  the  matter  was  now  at  an  end.  A  letter  from 
the  Home  Office  invited  the  Society's  observations  on  pro- 
posals for  stricter  controls  on  amphetamine  preparations 
and  similar  products  and  the  Council  agreed  to  the  Com- 
mittee's recommendation  to  inform  the  Home  Office  of  the 
Society's  agreement  to  the  suggested  measures,  but  urging 
that  the  Home  Secretary  should  be  given  power  to  require 
a  manufacturer  to  alter  a  product's  physical  appearance. 

The  minutes  of  the  Ethical  Committee  referred  to  three 
infringements  of  the  rules  on  the  advertising  of  dispensing 
services  that  had  been  taken  up  with  the  members  concerned, 
and  for  which  acceptable  letters  of  explanation  had  been 
received.  An  interim  report  was  given  on  suggestions  for 
dealing  with  the  pharmaceutical  service  in  rural  areas  of 
Scotland  where  it  had  found  necessary  to  close  down  phar- 
macies Recommendations  made  by  the  Scottish  Depart- 
ment Executive  had  been  discussed  by  the  Committee. 

The  Codex  Revision  Committee  reported  that  subcommit- 
tee chairmen  had  been  appointed  as  follows:  Formulary 
standards,  Dr.  Garratt;  pharmaceutical  chemistry  A,  Pro- 
fessor Stenlake;  pharmaceutical  chemistry  B,  Mr.  Johnson; 
pharmacognosy  A,  Professor  Fairbairn;  pharmacognosy  B, 
Dr.  Rowson;  pharmacognosy  C,  Dr.  Garratt;  pharmacy. 
Dr.  Davis:  surgical  dressings,  Mr.  Tansley. 

A  scheme  received  from  the  Editor  of  the  Codex  pro- 
posed changes  in  the  arrangements  for  revising  the  formu- 
lary section  so  as  to  deal  with  the  increased  amount  of 
revision  necessitated  by  the  change  to  the  metric  system.  As 
it  was  understood  that  a  new  edition  of  the  British  National 
Formulary  was  due  for  publication  in  the  spring  of  1966, 
it  was  to  link  publication  of  a  Codex  supplement  with  the 
new  B.N.F.,  with  a  tentative  publication  date  in  December 
1965.  It  was  agreed  that  the  Editor  should  ask  the  Dunlop 
Committee  to  what  extent  the  Committee  wished  to  be 
informed  of  proposed  changes  in  B.P.C.  formulas. 

Report  on  Formulary  Amendments 

The  minutes  of  the  Publications  Committee,  presented 
by  its  Chairman  (Mr.  E.  A.  Brocklehurst)  included  a  report 
on  amendments  to  the  B.N.F.,  1963.  Of  twenty-five  impor- 
tant amendments  and  corrections  to  composition,  strength 
or  dosage,  twenty  had  resulted  from  British  Pharmacopoeia 
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and  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex  amendments  published 
after  the  B.N.F.  had  been  issued,  the  Formulary  being 
thus  correct  at  time  of  publication.  Seventeen  of  the  twenty 
amendments  had  resulted  from  the  decision  by  the  Codex 
Revision  Committee,  following  criticisms  received  from 
ophthalmologists  after  publication,  to  revert  to  earlier  for- 
mulas for  eye-drops.  Of  the  other  five,  two  had  been  made 
by  the  Committee  when  it  had  met  to  consider  criticisms 
after  publication.  Only  three  had  been  due  to  editorial  or 
printing  errors.  As  the  Dental  Practitioners'  Formulary 
had  been  published  after  the  standard  edition  of  the  B.N.F. 
had  closed  for  press,  the  relevant  section  of  B.N.F.  could 


not  be  brought  up  to  date  except  by  amendments.  Most 
of  the  amendments  to  proprietary  equivalents  listed  in  the 
text  had  arisen  because  manufacturers  had  disagreed  with 
the  equivalents  given  in  the  book.  The  Committee  decided 
that,  except  for  the  rather  large  number  of  omissions  from 
the  index,  there  had  been  no  editorial  carelessness  in  pro- 
ducing the  B.N.F.,  1963,  and  that  the  number  of  corrections 
due  to  editorial  errors  was  no  greater  than  on  previous 
occasions.  The  Committee  also  agreed  that  there  had  been 
no  undue  delay  in  issuing  the  amendments.  The  minutes  of 
the  Committee  were  received  and  the  recommendations 
adopted. 


A  VERSATILE  PHARMACIST 

Luke  Howard  (1772-1864) 
as  chemical  manufacturer,  scientist  and  social  reformer

WITH  the  centenary  of  Luke  Howard's  death  in 
March  1864  come  reminders  of  both  his  partner- 
ship with  William  Allen,  1797-1806,  in  the  famous 
pharmaceutical  business  at  Plough  Court,  Lombard  Street, 
London,  from  which  sprang  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  and 
of  the  equally  noteworthy  chemical  manufacturing  concern 
that  is  today  Howards  of  Ilford,  Ltd.  (a  member  now  of 
the  Laporte  group). 

Luke  Howard  might  well  have  become,  like  his  father, 
a  tinsmith,  or  like  his  brother  Thomas  Howard,  founder  of 
the  Rotherhithe  Ironworks,  an  ironfounder.  Instead  he 
became,  at  fifteen,  after  some  private  schooling  at  Burford, 
Oxon,  where  he  claimed  to  have  learned  "  too  much  Latin 
but  little  else,"  apprentice  to  a  Stockport  Quaker  druggist 
Ollive  Sims.  At  Stockport,  and  later  as  assistant  in  a  whole- 
sale druggist's  business  in  Bishopsgate,  London,  he  organ- 
ised after  business  hours  his  own  private  studies  in  chem- 
istry, botany  and  French,  becoming  a  "  fan  " — to  use  the 
modern  idiom — of  Lavoisier.  During  his  Stockport  appren- 
ticeship Luke's  father,  Robert  Howard,  wrote  demanding 
an  account  of  his  attention  to  duties  and  of  his  expenses, 
on  one  occasion  concluding  with  that  oft-quoted  remark: 
"  Chemistry  is  a  noble  science  and  becomes  useful  in  many 
sorts  of  business  as  well  as  a  lasting  source  of  amuse- 
ment." At  the  age  of  twenty-three  Luke  was  set  up  by  his 
father  at  29  Fleet  Street,  London,  as  a  retail  chemist. 

Partnership  With  Allen 

His  entry  into  partnership  with  William  Allen  in  1807 
is  regarded  by  historians  of  chemistry  as  the  start  of  his 
rise  as  a  manufacturing  chemist.  Howard  lived  then  at 
Tottenham,  and  spent  the  rest  of  his  life  there  and  at  his 
Yorkshire  estate  at  Ackworth.  His  success  in  developing 
ever  new  additions  to  his  range  of  pharmaceuticals  was 
remarkable  at  a  period  at  which  he  was  becoming  noted 
for  other  interests,  to  which  he  made  important  contribu- 
tions. In  1800,  for  example,  he  contributed  a  botanical 
paper  before  the  Linnean  Society,  and  so  great  became  his 
interest  in  meteorology  (he  kept  a  meteorological  register 
from  the  year  1806)  that  he  is  listed  among  the  founders 
of  the  science.  "From  the  first  my  penchant  was  towards 
meteorology "  he  wrote  to  Goethe  during  his  correspon- 
dence with  that  philosopher.  Goethe  wrote  two  poems 
in  his  honour,  both  in  recognition  of  his  work  in  meteoro- 
logy. Howard's  studies  of  cloud  formation  and  a  paper 
to  the  Askesian  Society  on  "  The  Climate  of  London  "  won 
him  further  renown,  and  his  treatise  on  "  Modifications  of 
Clouds  "  bequeathed  such  terms  now  standard,  as  cumulus, 
cirrus  and  stratus.  He  was  elected  a  Fellow  of  the  Royal 
Society  in  1821. 

Since  1814  Luke  Howard  had  been  able  to  give  more 
time  to  activities  away  from  his  business,  having  there  an 


invaluable  foreman,  one  Joseph  Jewell,  a  man  with  no 
academic  training  yet  of  such  practical  worth  that  Howard 
made  him  a  partner  in  1813.  That  procured  for  Howard 
the  leisure  to  link  with  William  Allen  in  championing  the 
causes  adopted  by  Quakers,  such  as  the  abolition  of  the 
slave  trade  and  the  presenting  of  addresses  to  ambassadors 
of  Russia  and  of  Prussia.  Howard  was  in  Germany  in  1814 
administering  Quaker  funds  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  after 
Napoleon's  invasion. 

Before  Luke's  two  sons  came  to  take  charge  of  the  ever- 
expanding  business,  Howard  with  the  hard-working  Jewell, 
had  developed  a  manufacturing  laboratory  into  a  flourish- 
ing works  at  Stratford.  While  in  partnership  with  Allen  he 
had  supervised  the  production  of  liquor  ammonia?,  potas- 
sium acetate,  copper  carbonate,  acetic  acid,  succinic  acid 
prepared  from  amber  distillates,  and  silver  nitrate,  ethyl 
nitrite,  pure  borax  (from  eastern  tincal),  and  "  vitriolic 
ether,"  the  last-named  after  John  Dalton,  a  regular  corres- 
pondent, who  had  asked  for  some  for  experimentation.  In 
histories  of  ether  it  is  often  forgotten  how  the  early  British 
manufacturers  contributed  a  practical  side  to  the  story,  yet 
before  1846  Howard's  ether,  produced  under  the  super- 
vision of  foreman  Jewell,  was  noted  for  its  quality.  Jewell 
was  the  author  of  doggerel  verse  on  the  subject  (as  he  was 
on  other  work  at  Stratford)  including  a  claim  to  priority 
in  making  a  purer  product: 

And  then  the  aether  which  I  made, 

Claimed  nearly  all  the  aether  trade 

Throughout  the  trading  nation; 

And  I  with  confidence  might  say, 

That  none  before  me  knew  the  way 

To  do  the  operation. 
(Jewell  claimed  a  20  per  cent,  greater  yield  than  that  of  any 
rival  manufacturer.)  When  Luke  Howard  prepared  quinine 
from  cinchona  alkaloids,  possibly  on  the  lines  of  Pelletier's 
work,  Jewell  claimed  an  improved  technique.  His  verses 
opened  with  a  tribute: 

And  when  the  quinine  trade  begun 

Frenchmen  got  nearly  all  the  run  .  .  . 

Founder  of  a  Tradition 

In  the  history  of  the  Howards'  organisation  there  are 
references  to  Luke's  additions  to  the  products  made  from 
1800,  including  salts  of  mercury,  bismuth  and  cobalt;  citric 
acid  and  potassium  citrate  from  lemon  juice;  tartaric  and 
oxalic  acids  and  their  salts;  spirit  ammon.  aromat.,  spirit 
ammon.  foetid.,  lin.  camph.  co.,  ethyl  acetate  and  ethyl 
chloride,  opium  alkaloids,  Rochelle  salt,  zinc  sulphate  and 
acetate,  antimony  sulphide  precip.,  calomel  and  pure  cam- 
phor, iodides  and  other  preparations.  He  died  in  his 
ninety-third  year,  long  after  he  had  been  freed  from  the 
demands  of  the  flourishing  business,  the  Howard  tradition 
being  carried  on  by  his  sons  and  grandsons.

REMINDERS  OF  "A  MORE  SPACIOUS  TIME  " 


IT  is  eleven  years  since  Mr.  C.  G. 
Drummond  spoke  at  an  evening  meet- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in 
Edinburgh  on  "  Pharmacy  and  Medi- 
cine in  Old  Edinburgh  "  (see  C.  &  D., 
January  31,  1953,  p.  112),  and  on  that 
occasion  he  was  concerned  with  the 
early  eighteenth  century.  He  added 
another  chapter  to  that  history  on 
January  15  when  he  returned  to  give 
an  address  on  "  Pharmacy  and  Medi- 
cine in  Georgian  Edinburgh,"  extracts 
from  which  are  here  given. 

The  Edinburgh  I  described  on  the 
last  occasion  was,  in  the  main,  the  old 
town  which  housed  the  whole  popu- 
lation in  all  walks  of  life.  By  the 
early  nineteenth  century  the  picture 
had  changed.  The  first  tentative  steps 
to  cross  the  valley  to  the  North  had 
been  taken  about  thirty  years  earlier 
and,  with  increasing  enthusiasm,  the 
wealthier  section  of  the  community 
forsook  its  gregarious  existence  in  the 
closes  and  wynds  for  the  more  spaci- 
ous life  in  Princes  Street — as  it  then 
was — and  beyond.  As  time  went  on, 
the  houses  they  had  vacated  were  divi- 
ded and  subdivided  until  the  name 
"  Old  Town "  became  synonymous 
with  overcrowding,  poverty  and  in- 
sanitary housing.  The  change  in  habitat 
brought  with  it  commercial  problems 
for  the  business  man  who  had 
catered  for  all  classes  and  all  tastes  in 
the  High  Street  and  Canongate.  The 
migration  of  shopkeepers  to  the  New 
Town  was  delayed  for  a  time  by  the 
fact  that  the  proprietors  of  houses 
there  disliked  the  idea  of  shops  in  the 
new  streets,  and  Lord  Cockburn  re- 
cords that  in  1810  there  were  not  half- 
a-dozen  shops  west  of  St.  Andrew 
Street.  But  in  due  course,  as  the  New 
Town  grew,  and  accommodation 
became  available,  the  more  adventur- 
ous began  to  set  up  business — some 
transferring  completely  from  their 
original  sites,  some  opening  branches 
while  still  keeping  a  cautious  foot  in 
the  ancient  centre,  and  some  making  a 
completely  fresh  start.  Pharmacy  fol- 
lowed the  general  pattern,  though  more 
cautiously,  and  it  seems  to  have  been 
round  about  1820  that  any  significant 
change  became  visible.  In  that  year, 
out  of  about  forty  establishments 
giving  pharmaceutical  service,  twenty- 
six  were  still  in  the  old  town — twelve 
of  them  in  the  Royal  Mile,  two  in 
Princes  Street,  one  (Duncan  &  Ogilvie, 
now  Duncan,  Flockhart  &  Co.),  at  52 
North  Bridge,  and  one  in  George 
Street. 

Recent  Changes 

Six  or  seven  years  later  there  were 
no  fewer  than  five  pharmacies  between 
the  Register  House  and  Hanover 
Street,  and  before  long  there  were 
others  in  St.  Andrew  Square  and 
Hanover,  Frederick  and  Castle  Streets. 
In  our  own  day  much  of  the  New 
Town  is  no  longer  residential  and 
pharmaceutically  the  position  has  re- 
verted to  that  of  1 820.  A  good  example 
of  the  changes  may  seen  in  our  own 
York  Place.  At  one  time  it  was  entirely 


residential,  and  in  1820  the  house 
owned  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
at  No.  36  was  occupied  by  Sir  Samuel 
Shepherd,  Lord  Chief  Baron  of  the 
Court  of  Exchequer  in  Scotland,  who 
was  on  terms  of  close  intimacy  with 
Sir  Walter  Scott.  It  is  certain  that 
Scott  was  a  frequent  visitor  within 
these  walls.

It  is  worth  recalling  that  pharmacy 
in  Edinburgh  developed  under  the  sur- 
geon, and  that  its  progenitor  was 
James  Borthwick  who,  in  1657,  be- 
came the  first  Surgeon-Apothecary.  Not 
until  the  demise  of  the  barber-surgeons 
in  1778  was  pharmacy  free  of  its  long 
servitude.  In  the  keeping  of  the  Scot- 
tish Department  are  the  Articles  of 
Incorporation  of  the  Society  of  Drug- 
gist-Apothecaries, a  body  set  up  in 
1785  as  a  separate  pharmaceutical 
organisation.  Although  there  was,  on 
paper  at  least,  a  complete  break,  the 
association  of  surgery  and  pharmacy 
persisted  well  into  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury. 

I  shall  now  try  to  link  the  period 
with  some  early  prescription  books  in 
the  possession  of  the  Scottish  Depart- 
ment and  with  some  other  material. 
The  earliest  prescription  book  in  the 
Department's  collection  dates  from  the 
close  of  the  year  1820.  It  came  into 
the  Society's  possession  about  three 
years  ago  when  the  pharmacy  of  Mr. 
R.  McCaig  closed  down.  That  phar- 
macy was  in  Dundas  Street  and  it  had 
given  over  a  century  of  service  at  the 
same  address.  The  period  covered  by 
the  book  was  1820-25  and  its  origin 
was  traced  to  Scott  &  Orr,  one  of  the 
number  who  had  commenced  business 
in  the  Old  Town. 

The  prescription  book  discloses  that 
Scott  &  Orr  were  apothecaries  of  high 
repute,  and  many  famous  people  are 
immortalised  in  it.  In  general  the 
prescriptions  show  a  marked  cathartic 
tendency,  though  astringents  appear 
from  time  to  time.  There  is  a  pro- 
nounced absence  of  soporifics,  though 
the  sedative  properties  of  valerian  were 
appreciated.  The  Marchioness  of 
Tweeddale  was  supplied  in  1821  with 
twenty-four  cathartic  pills.  So,  also, 
was  the  Hon.  Lady  Ferguson,  while 
the  Marchioness  of  Lothian  was  pre- 


scribed an  electuary  of  scammony, 
jalap  and  senna.  Lady  Sinclair,  on  the 
other  hand,  took  pills  of  calomel, 
antimony  and  rhubarb,  while  Mrs. 
McQueen  of  Braxfield  partook  of  pills 
of  colocynth  and  Colonel  Wauchope 
of  Niddry  indulged  in  aperient  pow- 
ders of  aloes  and  calumba,  an  inele- 
gant form  of  medication  requiring  a 
soldier's  courage. 

Archibald  Constable,  publisher  and 
partner  of  Sir  Walter  Scott,  took  his 
aperient  in  the  form  of  a  draught  con- 
taining jalap,  rhubarb  and  senna,  the 
whole  rendered  more  palatable  by  the 
addition  of  syrup  and  peppermint 
water.  A  Colonel  Duff,  who  evidently 
numbered  among  his  trophies  from 
service  abroad  recurrent  attacks  of 
gout,  was  supplied  with  126  doz.  pills 
of  guaiacum  gum.  Pharmacists  today 
who  complain  of  the  prescribing  of 
large  quantities  of  tablets  and  capsules 
might  reflect  on  the  task  involved  in 
massing,  rolling,  cutting  and  rounding 
and  finishing  1,512  pills. 

Of  the  few  sleeping  preparations, 
there  is  one  for  Mr.  George  Forbes: — 

R  Tinct.  Humuli  Lupulus  3  ii 
Two  teaspoonfuls  mixed  with  warm 
water  to  be  taken  at  bedtime.  The  tinc- 
ture will  probably  be  familiar  to  older 
pharmacists,  though  it  is  unlikely  that 
tincture  of  hops  is  now  prescribed 
anywhere.  One  would  not  imagine 
that  there  were  any  addiction  problems 
connected  with  it. 

A  prescription  for  Miss  Sophie  Tod 
was  in  the  form  of  a  simple  lotion  of 
gr.  30  of  sulphate  of  zinc  in  6  oz.  of 
rose  water.  The  prescriber  was  Dr.  J, 
Abercrombie,  a  graduate  of  Aberdeen, 
M.D.  of  Edinburgh  and  subsequently 
physician  to  the  King  in  Scotland. 
Pharmacy's  special  interest  in  him  is 
that  he  was  surgeon  to  the  Royal  Dis- 
pensary in  West  Richmond  Street,  for 
many  years  a  school  famous  in  the 
teaching  of  pharmacy,  and  conducted 
there  a  form  of  polyclinic,  teaching  his 
own  apprentices  and  other  students. 

In  Advance  of  His  Time 

Yet  another  prescription  is  initialled 
W.P.A.  It  is  safe  to  assume  that  these 
initials  identify  William  Pulteney  Alli- 
son, nephew  of  James  Gregoiy.  His 
interest  in  the  effects  of  poverty  and 
environment  on  health  and  ill-health, 
and  his  efforts  to  effect  improvement, 
were  in  advance  of  his  time.  He  was 
convinced  of  the  relationship  between 
epidemic  disease  and  poverty,  and 
some  of  what  Allison  wanted  to  see 
was  realised  in  the  Poor  Law  of  1845, 
about  twenty  years  after  his  first  repre- 
sentations. It  is  perhaps  insufficiently 
realised  how  much  of  social  progress 
stems  from  the  observation,  the  deter- 
mination and  the  humanity  of  physi- 
cians such  as  Allison. 

There  is  a  prescription  for  pills  to 
be  labelled  Sir  Ashley  Cooper's 
Alterative  Pills,"  a  pill  compounded  of 
calomel  and  rhubarb,  differing  but  little 
from  the  countless  others  of  the  time. 
Dr.  Douglas  Guthrie,  in  "  A  History 
of   Medicine "   states   that  for  some 
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years  Cooper,  who  practised  in  Lon- 
don, earned  not  less  than  £15,000  a 
year,  a  considerable  income  at  that  or 
any  other  time.  But  Cooper's  reputa- 
tion, despite  the  prescription,  was  as  a 
surgeon  and  pupil  of  the  famous  John 
Hunter. 

A  prescription  coming  into  the 
family  heirloom  category,  since  it  had 
been  originally  written  in  1811  and 
was  presented  to  Robert  Scott  for  dis- 
pensing in  1823,  is  signed  James 
Gregory.  It  is  simple  and  direct,  con- 
sisting of  three  preparations,  the  first

for  4  oz.  of  tinct.  gentian  co.,  described 
as  "  the  stomachic  elixir  ";  the  second 
for  an  aloes  pill  and  the  third  for 
magnesium  carbonate.  Gregory  needs 
little  by  way  of  introduction  to  an 
Edinburgh  audience  as  he  was  profes- 
sor of  medicine  at  the  University. 
Pharmacists,  and  others,  remember  him 
best  for  his  compound  powder  of 
rhubarb,  consisting  or  rhubarb,  ginger 
and  magnesia,  a  wholesome  product 
which  held  an  honoured  place  in  the 
British  Pharmacopoeia  until  1958. 

Now  I  propose  to  take  a  short  look 
at  the  drugs.  Most,  and  their  form  of 
presentation,  are  familiar  to  pharma- 
cists of  my  generation,  for  there  was 
little  change  in  the  general  form  of 
treatment  over  a  period  of  a  hundred 
years.  The  more  bizarre  treatments  of 
a  century  earlier  had  gone — the  milli- 
pedes, the  frog-spawn  water  and  such 
other  oddities  as  earthworms  and  the 
blood  of  pigeons.  Pills,  mixtures, 
lotions,  powders,  liniments  and  oint- 
ments— all,  of  course,  extemporaneously 
prepared — were  made  the  vehicle  for  a 
large  assortment  of,  in  the  main,  vege- 
table drugs,  used  empirically.  While 
it  may  be  asked  how  much  good  they 
did,  it  can  at  least  be  asserted  that  they 
did  little  harm. 

"  Scotch  Paregoric  " 

The  root  of  Daphne  mezereum 
appears  in  one  of  the  prescriptions.  I 
cannot  recall  having  dispensed  it  in 
any  form  but  the  plant  was  still  a 
botanical  specimen  in  1925.  Opium 
appears  but  seldom,  as  though  there 
had  been  one  of  those  periodic  revul- 
sions after  what  was  undoubtedly  over- 
prescribing  of  the  drug  in  the  early 
eighteenth  century.  By  1820  its  princi- 
pal use,  apart  from  its  presence  in 
paregoric  elixir  and  Dover's  powder, 
appears  to  h?ve  been  external  in  lini- 
ments. And  paregoric  was,  of  course, 
what  came  later  to  be  known  as 
"  Scotch  Paregoric,"  an  ammoniated 
tincture  of  opium  with  camphor,  for 
it  must  be  remembered  that  the  first 


edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia 
was  still  forty  years  in  the  future.  Lon- 
don, Edinburgh  and  Dublin  still  pub- 
lished their  own  pharmacopoeias. 

Cough  mixtures  contained  the  cus- 
tomary squills,  papaveris  syrup,  tolu 
and  honey,  differing  little  from  the 
drugs  of  Galen  himself  and  not  with- 
out their  devotees  today.  Nerve  seda- 
tives relied  greatly  on  valerian.  Indeed 
it  may  confidently  be  asserted  that  few 
of  the  prescriptions  appearing  could 
not  have  been  made  up  from  stock  as 
late  as  probably  1930  or  even  later. 
Preparations  of  cinchona,  guaiacum, 
jalap,  calumba,  myrrh,  gentian,  rhu- 
barb, hyoscyamus,  aloes,  and  many 
others,  were  all  familiar  to  my  own 
generation,  and  have  not  yet  quite  dis- 
appeared from  the  scene.  On  the  chemi- 
cal side,  ferrous  carbonate,  calomel, 
chalk,  magnesia  and  sulphur  were 
regularly  in  use.  Perhaps  a  little  ahead 
of  its  time  was  a  prescription  written 
in  1823  by  Dr.  James  Hamilton,  jun. 
for  3  oz.  of  tincture  of  iodine,  of  which 
ten  drops  were  to  be  taken  in  a  small 
cup  of  coffee.  A  little  unusual  to  us  is 
a  prescription  for  tinct.  lyttae  (i.e.  can- 
tharides)  in  4  oz.  of  tinct.  benz.  co., 
two  teaspoonfuls  mixed  in  a  wineglass 
of  gruel  to  be  taken  every  night  at 
bedtime.  The  purpose  was  diuretic. 
Also  unusual  in  our  experience  is:

Mittee  tales  xii 
Each  parcel  to  be  made  as  directed  into 

four  cupsful  of  saffron  tea. 
Today  each  parcel  would  cost  about 
12s.  6d.  or  15s. 

Pharmacy  of  the  early  nineteenth 
century  was  not  concerned  exclusively 
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Sole  survivor  (in  modified  form)  of  the  great 
names  of  Edinburgh's  Georgian  pharmacies. 

with  the  dispensing  of  medical  pre- 
scriptions. The  files  of  Edinburgh  news- 
papers discloses  that  the  art  of  adver- 
tising nostrums  was  not  unknown.  In 
the  Edinburgh  Advertiser,  May  17, 
1825,  the  following  appears: 

The  Aperient  Effervescing  Powders 
These  powders  produce  an  Effervescent 
Draught  much  more  grateful  to  the  palate 
than  Seidlitz  or  Soda  Water,  at  the  same  time 
a  mild  and  agreeable  Aperient,  peculiarly 
adapted  to  prevent  accumulation  of  Bile,  to 
remove  Heartburn  and  Nausea  and  counteract 
Acidity  in  the  Stomach.  They  are  highly  bene- 
ficial at  those  seasons  of  the  year  when  the 
bowels  are  liable  to  become  disordered,  and 
thereby  to  occasion  affections  of  the  Head, 
Dimness  of  the  Sight,  Eruptions  on  the  Skin 
and  Fever;  for  although  so  mild  that  a  child 
may  take  them,  yet  by  repeated  use  they 
supersede  the  necessity  of  having  recourse  to 
Calomel,  Epsom  Salts  and  other  strong  and 
nauseous  medicines  which  frequently  debilitate 
the  system  without  producing  the  desired 
effects.  When  the  powders  are  taken  after  too 
free  an  indulgence  in  the  luxuries  of  the  table, 
particularly  after  too  much  wine,  the  usual 
disagreeable  effects  are  prevented.  The  Aperi- 
ent  Effervescing   Powders   are   prepared  only 


by  T.  Butler.  Chemist  to  his  Majesty  in  Scot- 
land, 20  Waterloo  Place,  Edinburgh,  where 
they  may  be  had  in  boxes  3/6d.  each:  and 
they  are  sold  for  him  by  all  the  principal 
Chemists  and  Druggists  in  Scotland;  but  when 
procured  elsewhere  than  at  the  Preparers,  it 
will  be  proper  to  observe  that  his  name  and 
address  as  above  are  printed  on  the  label  and 
bill  accompanying  each  box  of  the  genuine 
powders. 

Butler's  had  the  unusual  distinction 
of  having  a  pharmacy  in  each  of  the 
capital  cities  of  the  British  Isles,  Lon- 
don, Edinburgh  and  Dublin,  but  only 
the  Dublin  one  has  survived.  The 
Waterloo  Place  business  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  more  popular  Princes 
Street  in  1827,  where  it  was  first  man- 
aged and  then  owned  by  H.  C.  Baildon, 
and  it  was  in  two  rooms  above  the 
shop  that  the  first  Scottish  board  of 
examiners  in  pharmacy  was  founded  in 
1851.  In  the  Society's  collection  are  the 
first  two  prescription  books  of  the 
Butler  business— both  in  excellent  con- 
dition, and  both  confirming  the  pattern 
of  prescribing  running  through  the 
prescription  book  of  Scott  &  Orr. 
Book  No.  1  indicates  that  the  phar- 
macy had  a  clientele  no  less  distin- 
guished than  that  of  Scott  &  Orr.  One 
prescription  is  for  an  eye  lotion  for 
Sir  Henry  Raeburn,  and  of  particular 
interest  to  pharmacists  is  one  for  Capel 
Hanbury,  the  third  of  that  name,  who 
was  a  corn-chandler  and  then  a  malt 
manufacturer  in  Ware. 

A  Sole  Survivor 

It  falls  to  be  recorded  that  Duncan 
Flockhart  &  Co.,  North  Bridge,  is  the 
sole  survivor  of  the  pharmacies  of 
1820.  It  appeared  at  that  time  as  Dun- 
can &  Ogilvie.  John  Macfarlan,  Drug- 
gist, 139  High  Street,  took  over  an 
existing  pharmacy  at  17  North  Bridge, 
and  eventually  forsook  retail  pharmacy 
altogether  in  favour  of  manufacturing. 

The  history  of  the  Scott  &  Orr  pre- 
scription book  was  traced  largely 
through  the  efforts  of  a  young  appren- 
tice who,  in  1833,  pasted  chemists* 
labels  into  a  scrap-book.  That  boy  was 
none  other  than  John  Mackay,  later  to 
become  the  secretary  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  Scotland  for  a 
period  of  thirty  years.  Mackay  was  a 
native  of  the  city,  and  commenced  his 
apprenticeship  with  Pugh  &  Plews  in 
33  Princes  Street  at  the  age  of  twelve. 
The  keeping  of  that  label  book  is 
evidence  of  an  orderly  mind,  and  a 
period  as  assistant  with  John  Bell  & 
Co.,  of  Oxford  Street,  London,  brought 
him  into  contact  with  the  immortal 
Jacob  Bell.  Mackay  proved  to  be  fer- 
tile soil  for  the  ideas  of  Bell,  and  it 
was  naturally  to  him  that  Bell  turned 
some  years  later  to  prepare  the  ground 
for  forming  a  Scottish  branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society.  He  was  hon- 
orary secretary  in  Scotland,  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Society  in  Lon- 
don, and  a  frequent  contributor  to  the 
evening  scientific  meetings.  His  confi- 
dence and  his  energy  may  be  judged 
by  the  fact  that  he  opened  a  pharmacy 
in  George  Street  at  the  age  of  twenty. 

On  the  whole,  the  prescription  book 
pages  illustrate  few  changes  of  any 
significance  over  a  period  of  100  years. 
We  who  practise  pharmacy  today  have 
witnessed  greater  changes  in  the  short 
space  of  twenty-five  years  than  previ- 
ously took  place  in  centuries.

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TRADE  REPORT 


The  prices  given  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  Various 
charges  have  to  be  added  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  receive  the  goods  into 
stock.    Crude  drugs  and  essential  oils  vary  greatly  in  quality  and  higher  prices  are  charged  for  selected  qualities. 


London,  March  1 1 :  The  markets  for  Crude  Drugs  and  Pharmaceuti- 
cal Chemicals  showed  little  activity  during  the  week  but  prices,  where 
tested,  showed  a  firmer  tendency  particularly  among  Spices. 
Offers  of  new  crop  African  Ginger 


were  withdrawn  pending  a  new 
appraisal  of  the  crop  position.  The 
effect  on  spot  material  was  a  rise  of 
5s.  per  cwt.  Cochin  material  for  ship- 
ment jumped  from  265s.  to  310s., 
c.i.f.,  but  Jamaican  showed  little 
change.  Cinnamon  quills  were  in- 
creased by  4}d.  per  lb.  also  in  the  c.i.f. 
position.  White  peppers  displayed  a 
considerably  firmer  tone  while  some 
East  Indian  Nutmegs  were  higher,  par- 
ticularly the  b.w.p.  grade.  Only  a  few 
odd  lots  of  Senna  pods  appear  to  re- 
main on  the  spot,  the  manufacturing 
grade  being  extremely  difficult  to 
locate.  Spot  Indian  Dill  seed  added 
a  further  5s.  per  cwt.  on  the  week  fol- 
lowing the  recent  report  of  new  crop 
shortages.  Also  dearer  were  Kola 
nuts  and  American  Lobelia  herb.  For 
the  first  time  this  year  Brazilian 
Menthol  lost  ground;  spot  and  ship- 
ment offers  were  down  by  one  shilling 
per  lb. 

Brazilian  Peppermint  oil  fell  by 
three-halfpence  per  lb.  to  6s.  10id.. 
c.i.f.,  although  spot  holders  did  not  fol- 
low the  change.  The  only  other  move- 
ment among  Essential  oils  was  in 
Citronella  where  the  Ceylon  oil  was 
up  41d.  per  lb.  at  10s.  7yd.,  c.i.f.,  and 
the  Formosan  sixpence  per  lb.  lower 
at  5s.  lid:,  c.i.f.
